— An 
im portant economic reform was formally 
proclaimed to-day. A m ovem ent has been 
going on for some time for putting an end 
to the system of taxation whereby the 
States collected duties on national and for­ 
eign merchandize in transit through their 
respective territories—a 3ystem which has 
been pronounced by the railway managers 
more harm ful to the development of the 
internal commerce of the country than any 
other plan that could have been devised. 
In May last a constitutional amendm ent 
was submitted to the States forbidding the 
imposition of transit duties, import duties 
on the products of other and on the 
exportation of merchandise, either m anu­ 
factured articles or products of the soil. The 
am endm ent also forbade the States to as­ 
sign special routes for the conveyance of 
goods of native origin,as has heretofore been 
done: also to put no higher im port duty- 
on foreign goods than will be fixed by Fed­ 
eral law . It is expected that Congress will 
fix one uniform tax at 5 per cent ad val­ 
orem. 
This 
amendm ent 
having 
been 
adopted by a m ajority of the States, has 
received the sanction of both Chambers of 
Congress, and was to-day proclaimed in 
the usual form, being read at various points 
in the city, and copies of it posted on the 
walls. The ceremonies took place between 
9 o'clock and noon, the troops forming a 
part of the official procession through the 
city. No more im portant economic reform 
has ever been put in operation in this coun­ 
try, and it will undoubtedly lead to a large 
expansion of trade, both foreign and do­ 
mestic.

Dillon had intended to speak at other 
meetings, and it is expected tbat lie will 
continue to fill his engagements before he 
returns to Dublin. 
On his return he will 
probably give bail for trial, and thus com­ 
pel tbe Government to prove tlie illegality 
of bis action at tbe Longford and Murroe 
meetings. 
The Government has ordered that all 
taverns in Sligo be closed on Sunday. The 
National League meeting was prohibited 
because the magistracy believed that it was 
intended to intim idate jurors at the com­ 
ing Assizes. The m ilitary is called on to 
disperse all gatherings. The Nationalists 
are excited over this state of affairs, and 
say they will give a banquet to Dillon and 
other speakers, in lieu of holding a meeting. 
After the meeting of Lord Dillon’s ten­ 
ants to-night Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien 
remained until a late hour receiving depos­ 
its from tenants, in consequence of Lord 
Dillon's refusal to grant a reduction of 
25 per cent.

A COLLIERY HORROR. 


F ir e - D a m p E x p lo s io n —M a n y o f t h e I n ­ 
j u r e d W ill D ie .

W il k e s b a r r e (Pa.), November 26th.—■ 
Shortly after the m iners and laborers’en­ 
tered the Conyngham shaft this morning, 
an explosion of gas took place. 
The ex­ 
plosion occurred in a shanty at the foot of 
the shaft, which was occupied by the fire 
boss. 
No work was done yesterday, and 
consequently there was a larger quantity 
of gas than usual in the shaft. The men 
are now being removed from the pit and 
taken to their homes or the hospital. 


CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 
The accident occurred while the men 
were getting ready to work. 
About fifty 
men were sitting at the foot of the shaft, 
awaiting the inside boss, when the explo­ 
sion occurred, and oiriy three or four men 
escaped without injury. 
It is known that 
several, possibly twelve or fifteen, will die. 
('■hers will be" scarred and maimed for 
Lie. The disaster was caused by Cornelius 
Boyle, a m ine laborer, who stepped into a 
worked-out cham ber which was filled with 
gas, with a lighted lam p upon his hat. 
Bovle will die. 
M any mules were killed 
a r 1 wounded, and the damage to th e in­ 
side workings of the shaft are great. 
Fire 
bosses W illiam W illiams and W illiam 
E -.ins were fatally burned. Tbere is great 
excitement in and about the shaft. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES. 


W i l k e s b a r r e , November 20th.—The ex­ 
plosion was the most serious that has oc­ 
curred in the anthracite coal fields this 
year. 
It is now definitely known that 42 
men are severely burned, and others slightly 
injured. 
Twelve of the men will die of 
their injuries. The scene at the colliery 
while the injured men were being taken 
from the shaft was terrible. A crowd of 
several hundred persons had gathered at 
the m outh of the shaft, among them the 
wives, m others and daughters of the in ­ 
jured men. 
As they were taken out of the 
pit they were brought to the engine-house, 
and the women made desperate efforts to 
gain entrance. Their 


FRANTIC DEMONSTRATIONS OF GRIEF 
W ere heartrending, but they were sternly 
kept outside the building while the black­ 
ened, scorched and bleeding victims of the 
disaster were wrapped in blankets soaked 
in oil. The floor of the engine-hou3e was 
covered with w rithing hum an forms, so 
disfigured by fire as to be unrecognizable. 
As fast as possible they were taken to tbe 
hospital or their homes, and so rapidly was 
the work done that by 9 o’clock every one 
had been taken out and carried away. 


B ir d s D is a p p e a r in g .— A Utica naturalist 
says tbat song birds in that region are fast 
disappearing.

The bobolink, that formerly 
abounded on the M ohawk meadows, is dis­ 
appearing rapidly, while blue-birds, yel- 
low-birds. orioles, and even woodpeckers, 
highoes and crows are becoming scarce.

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


OILED RAGS AND OTHER AGENTS 
OF DISASTER. 


S u g g e s tio n s a s to th e C a u se o f M an y 
M y s te rio u s C o n fla g ra tio n s—P r e ­ 
c a u tio n a r y M e a su re s N eed ed . 


E d s . R e c o r d - U n io n : T he large fires oc­ 
curring during the past two or three years 
in this city induces me to m ake a few re­ 
m arks regarding precautionary measures 
necessary iu large m anufacturing establish­ 
m ents. 
I think often a trilling precaution 
herein m entioned is neglected by those 
whose duty it is to prevent fires. 
W hy is 
it that frequently large fires occur in thea­ 
ters and depositories of oil. etc., and no 
one can inform you how or why they have 
so unexpectedly taken place ? 
It certainly 
cannot point to incendiarism when an in­ 
dividual or a company are not fully in ­ 
sured, and consequently m ust lose a large 
am ount of their worldly goods. 
It is laughable to me to look about and 
notice those celebrated hand grenades (?). 
the liquid of which one can swallow with 
im punity, and yet this very same liquid 
has the power to put out a large fire I One 
of those hand grenades has about as much 
effect in a large condagration as a tlea 
wouid have when harnessed to a p lo w ­ 
share. 
You can put more faith auy time 
in a corked bottle of strong amm onia water 
than one of those hand grenades. 
Particu­ 
larly such a liquid ought to be handy 
where hydro carbons, such as coal oil, or 
the petroleum product, are kept in large 
quantities. 
But it is not m y object to write against 
patented hand grenades, but rather to point 
out what is supposed to cause the injury. 
Besides, as there are all sorts of faith cures 
at this epoch, why should not the hand, 
grenade have an equal chance9 It cer­ 
tainly will pul out your fire if you attend 
to it properly, or fix the th irg | or it as the 
fire progresses, but let a large fire take 
place and there is no more hope then that 
a few hand grenades will conquer that fire 
than a finely divided stream , or rather 
spray, of wafer would have. On the con­ 
trary. it m ay add fuel to the flame, at least 
in the water, for decomposition takes plat e 
and the hydrogen and oxygen of which 
the water is composed are liberated, the 
first adding to the flame, while the oxygen 
helps to support combustion. This really 
occurred in the large conflagrations of 
Boston, Baltimore. Chicago, Cincinnati, and 
other cities on both sides of the Atlantic. 
U nder certain conditions the very liquid 
that puts out your fire may also add to the 
flame, for water burns, or rather the gases 
of the water are combustible. 
Upon that 
principle rests the production of the so- 
called water gas, by which such great heat 
can be produced that at present m any large 
industries, such as porcelain and glass 
works, use it almost entirely. It is also 
used in Sieruann’s incineration tumace. 
where, in the act of cremating, a body is 
reduced to ashes in about two hours. 
In 
producing this gas, steam (superheated) is 
passed over red-hot coke or coais, decompo­ 
sition takes place, and the product is prin­ 
cipally hydrogen gas. which, with oxygen, 
produces the greatest heat we may acquire, 
excepting the electric arc and the sun’s 
lavs, the latter two of which, however, have 
not been quite harnessed-up properly yet. 
The danger about such buildings m en­ 
tioned is apparently a very insignificant 
thing—sim ply an oil-rag. or any finely-di­ 
vided combustible material saturated with 
oil, m ay cause, under certain conditions, 
spontaneous combustion. 
Of course the 
kind of oil, tbe inflammable m aterial, the 
quantity of fuel near, tbe atmosphere, tbe 
tem perature of a room, the m oisture or 
finely-divided water in the fabric, loose or 
compressed, may have m uch to do with 
the starting point of a fire in such a rag as 
a beginning. 
There are very 
volatile 
liquids, having certain elemenis in solu­ 
tion, which will produce in a fabric, paper, 
etc., a flame, in from one to five minutes, 
depending in some cases upon the rapidity 
of evaporation, or, what is the same thing 
in such a case, the m oisture in the air. 
It has, therefore, been found that rags of 
the description mentioned are more dan­ 
gerous when sprinkled with water slightly. 
Some years ago the very large agricultural 
exhibition building at I’itlsburg. I’a.. was 
sacrificed to the flames. There was no fire 
present, but the night before a large balloon 
was taken into the building, which had 
just been completed and varnished. It 
rained slightly, and the balloon became a 
trifle wet. 
This even m ight have been 
looked upon as a protection against fire, 
bul in wrapping it up and compressing the 
mass, was the danger. This further calls 
up just now- in m y m ind two extensive 
fires which played havoc to our industries, 
besides being indirectly tbe cause of loss 
of life to worthy persons. 
They are the 
Bancroft and the Crocker conflagrations in 
San Francisco, which never were explained 
yet. 
W as there any gain there, financially 
or otherwise, or any revenge to be carried 
out against the parties, and thereby point­ 
ing to incendiarism 
It is probably still 
unexplained. 
If 1 were the manager of a large indust­ 
rial establishm ent of an inflamable nature. 
I would alm ost prefer to have lucifer 
matches lying about loose, than to have oil 
rags and rubbish saturated with oil thrown 
in some out-of-the-way corner, thinking it 
safe, or no danger to be feared from it. The 
theaters have some out-of-the-way room 
where all kinds of material is packed, fre­ 
quently to be used again, and as painting 
constantly takes place, some material of the 
kind m entioned often may find its way 
into it. It will repay the trouble of inspect­ 
ing such rooms quite often by the pro­ 
prietor of such a building, for in that room 
lies the unexplained mystery of a fire quite 
often. I venturero say. 
Then, where steam boilers are used, do 
not think yourself secure if any woodwork 
comes in contact direct against the boilers 
or pipes, although only heated by water. 
The idea prevailing that no ignition takes 
place under such conditions has been ex­ 
ploded. The wood, gradually reduced to 
charcoal, has frequently been found to be 
aglow, although no fire was near it. 
A 
platina sponge becomes red hot instantly, 
and ignites any gas or combustible m ate­ 
rial if a jet of hydrogen gas impinges upon 
it. Som ething of this sort may be tbe cause, 
for the wood has become changed to a 
sort of a sponge, which really represents 
charcoal, and as charcoal always has mom 
oxygen than nitrogen stored up iu its cells 
than the usual m ixture of the air, it may 
point to the cause. 
In dyeing establishments there is often 
danger—black silk good3 have taken fire 
spontaneously. Often the color has much 
to do with it, and m ay be due to oxydation 
as well as evaporation. 
It is well-known 
that silk goods undergoing a cleaning pro­ 
cess take fire in a close room, when the 
cleaning agent is benzine or some other 
highly volatile hydrocarbon. 
Nearly everyone a t this age knows that 
hay-stacks are consumed by fire of which 
ihe cause is not know n. Often I think 
some poor tram p m ay be accused of the 
crim e when the farmer was negligent in 
packing and compressing too m uch m oist­ 
ure iuto the interior of the hay. 
We all understand the philosophy of 
bot-beds—the heat of the compressed m a­ 
nure and the rays of the sun m ake the | 
seed spring up and the plant grow. Glass 
admits the heat but retains the most, but 
the heating of the ground beiow is due to 
compressed manure. 
There is. therefore, such a thing possible 
as spontaneous combustion from the sources 
m entioned. T hat there are other agents 
cannot be doubted, and such are acids and 
electricity, 
and what is strange, static 
or frictional 
electricity may even 
be 
the cause in some cases. 
T hat a red- 
hot wire sets wood on fire is sim óle enough 


when a dynam o is behind i t ; but that a 
cotton factory takes fire like a flash, and. 
severa: hours previously sparks be seen 
flying from the machinery just the same as 
from an electrical machine, affords m ore of 
a uivstery to explain. 
Snch 
a thing 
took place some years ago in the State of 
Massachusetts or Connecticut, as per Scien­ 
tific, supplement, a copy of which is in m y 
possession. 
Advice—Burn all such dan­ 
gerous rags and m aterial before you leave 
your establishm ent, and thereby burn the 
nucleus of a large conflagration in a sm all 
space.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


It has been our duty and pleasure to ex­ 
am ine m any library catalogues, but none 
we have seen surpasses that of the Law De­ 
partm ent of the California State Library, 
ju st issued by the State Librarian, Talbot 
H. W allis. 
In several respects it is su­ 
perior to any predecessor anywhere. Of 
course. Mr. W allis and his accomplished 
deputies had the advantage of the best 
catalogue work of the world before them , 
and the best works on library adjustm ent 
and indexing, and have reaped profit from 
the experience 
of others. 
But there 
are 
not 
a 
few 
original 
features 
in the present book, and most m aterial 
ones. 
In his preface Mr. W allis acknowl­ 
edges the assistance he received from that 
invaluable work, "S oule's Lawyer’s Refer­ 
ence M anual.” The plan of the new work 
is formulated upon tlie basis of four grand 
divisions. 
First—Tabular arrangem ent of 
law works (excluding general text-books), 
and this is subdivided into American and 
foreign, and each of these have several sub­ 
divisions. The second grand division em ­ 
braces an index of authors, text-books and 
journals, and also titles and sub-titles of the 
tablesin Division I. The third grand division 
is an index of subjects, in two parts—the 
first an alphabetical arrangem ent of legaL 
subjects : the second catalogues of debates, 
proceedings of constitutional conventions, 
digests, tables of cases, indices and cita­ 
tions, French 
law, journals, magazines, 
opinions of attornevs-general. periodicals, 
Spanish law, and trials. 
The final grand 
division contains abbreviations of reports, 
reporters, periodicals, etc. One of the very 
happiest thoughts manifest in this com­ 
pact volume of 
nearly seven hundred 
large 
octavo pages 
is 
the elaborate 
system 
of sub-heading. 
For instance, 
instead of the English reports being given 
in straight alphabetical tables, they are 
subdivided into Chancery. Rolls Court, 
Vice Chancellors King’s of Queen s Bench, 
Bankruptcy, Common Pleas, and so on. 
A nd some of these are again divided into 
sub sections, as the I-aw Reports for the 
decades fr-mi 1S65 to 1885 are subdivided 
into Appellate series. Common Law series. 
Equity series, and these subdivisions again 
divided 
iuto stiil more definite titles. 
The tabular arrangem ent of all tbe re­ 
ports shows in parallel columns the num ber 
of volumes, the report and reporter titles, 
the modes of citation (i. c„ tbe abbrevia­ 
tions in common use), the period covered. 
Nearly all the departments are prefaced by 
notes explanatory of any lack of uniform ­ 
ity, and instructing the searcher how to 
find other and corresponding references to 
works not possible to include in the title un­ 
der tlie eye. There are also historical notes 
of m uch value, as explaining the changes 
in and formation of circuits and other juris­ 
dictions. and -taring especially what ju ris­ 
dictions are included in the divisions and 
subdivisions, where the title does not dis­ 
close it. These are only a few of the careful 
and laborious elaborations of the book, all 
of which not only lessen labor, economize 
tim e in using the library, but give valuable 
historical and biographical data. The cross­ 
indexing and cross-reference are much ex­ 
tended and sim ply exhaustive—and in a 
very high degree labor-saving. 
Perhaps, 
however, the most satisfactory work in the 
book is found in the index" of subjects. 
H ere the hard work of the Librarian and 
his assistant was most expended. The sub­ 
jects are all in full-faced type, the refer­ 
ence to cross-titles in italics, and so elab­ 
orately i- this cross-referring done as to 
m ake the index as exhaustive as can prob­ 
ably be possibly done. There are other 
features of interest in this admirable cata­ 
logue which we would be ¡'leased to refer 
to in detail did space and rime perm it. 
T he volume i; a credit to the State and the 
Librarian, and will takea first place among 
the catalogue work of tbe world. 
We can 
readily undefttand, after exam ination, why 
it has taken so long to prepare it, and com­ 
prehend the great labor its preparation de­ 
manded. to say nothing of the nice judg­ 
m ent and good taste exercised. Typograph­ 
ically. it ¡3 a very handsome book ; nothing 
neater, more tasteful or better in printing 
has been issued by any publisher, in this 
line, than this from the State printing of­ 
fice, under the Superintendency ot Colonel 
J. J. Ayres. The binding is also State 
work, from the bindery department of the 
State printing office, and is the very high­ 
est order of work, of the law-library style. 
The “ Popular Science M onthly ” for De­ 
cember is at hand from L>. Appleton it Co., 
New York. The Youm ans have in this 
num ber, as before demonstrated, their fine 
editorial capacity, the contents being that 
nice adjustm ent in variety that gives zest 
to the reading. Among the more prom i­ 
nent papers are : “ Science and Theology,” 
by John Burroughs, in which he holds 
that we are conscious of emotions and 
promptings of deeper birth than the reason; 
“ Zoological Superstitions.” bv Dr. Felix 
Oswald ; *• The Higher Education of W o­ 
m an," by Mrs. E. Lynn Linton ; “ Geology 
of the Atlantic Ocean," by Sir W illiam 
Dawson, the second paper : “ Life in the 
South Sea Islands," by Captain Cyprian 
Bridge, R .N.: " som e Outline Objects from 
tlie History of Education," by Prof. Bene­ 
dict, the concluding essay: “ How to W arm 
Our H ouses," by E. R. Robbins ; “ Measur­ 
ing the Earth's Surface,” by Francesco 
Saurorae.

Thus the peo­ 
ple in the vicinity of Newcastleand Penryn 
claim with much pride that the fruit 
grown in that section is higher-colored and 
richer-fiavored _,than can be found else­ 
where in the State. Grass Valley and Ne­ 
vada City are asserting, with m uch force 
and commendable pride, that the Bartlett 
pears raised in that locality are the finest 
grown npon the coast, and stand shipm ent 
far better than those grown in the valley or 
elsewhere than their vicinity. Oroville is 
shaping the public m ind to turn in that 
direction for the leading orange fields of 
Central California, while Newcastle is m ak­ 
ing its voice heard, upon about the same 
key, concerning citrus fruits. 
It is a most 
prom ising outlook 
th at 
this 
spirit of 
friendly but earnest rivalry between sec­ 
tions and growers exists, for rivalry will in­ 
sure increased effort for im provem ent and 
superiority, and such effort is all that is re­ 
quired to bring greatest prosperity and 
highest rem unerative results. 
I^ t the 
fruit-growers and other producers of every 
section strive earnestly to produce and se­ 
cure reputation for the best in their respect­ 
ive lines of production. 
T he raisin crop of 1886 in this State will 
be of a quality to raise still higher the rep­ 
utation of the California product at the 
East. There is being combined more ex­ 
perience w ith the exercise of great care in 
curing and packing, and these are the only 
e sentials for placing our best raisins at 
the head of the m arkets of the world. 
No 
soil or clim ate in the universe excels, if 
even equals ours, for producing the finest 
quality of grapes for raisin-m aking, and as 
to curing and preparing for m arket, the 
genius of our people will prove equal to 
the highest demands. 
Raisin-m aking has 
been engaged in npon the coast but a very 
few years, and for this brief tim e most re­ 
m arkable progress and success have been 
achieved. Already leading New York pa­ 
pers assert that the first quality of this 
year’s 
California 
raisins 
which 
have 
reached that m arket are equal to the best 
im ported London layers, and even superior 
in some respects. 
It will be seen that a lit­ 
tle further advance in quality tof our pro­ 
duct will place us in com m and of the raisin 
m arket of the world, and this accom­ 
plished, California’s entire area cannot sup­ 
ply the demand. 
The extent to which 
pum pkins are 
grown in some parts of California is quite 
phenom enal. 
For instance, there 
was 
raised the present year on the Meek ranch, 
near Haywards, Alam eda county, about 
-00 tons, the crop yielding about 80 tons 
to the acre. There were m any that were 
of great size, but the largest that was 
weighed m arked 225 pounds, and required 
three men to load it into a wagon. Of the 
crop from bis ranch 400 tons were pur­ 
chased J>y one dairym an, for which he paid 
$3 per ton, or $1,200 for about one half of 
the crop. Some of the Grand A rm y visit­ 
ors in August last were amazed at seeing a 
pum pkin in a produce m arket in this city 
that weighed about 100 pounds, and were 
anxious to live where such vegetable won­ 
ders were possible. H ad they seen pumn- 
king weighing 225 pounds, instead of 100, 
they would have formed a nearer concep 
lion of what our soil and clim ate are really 
capable of producing. 


HOLSTEIN MILK AND M UTER RECORDS. 
Messrs. Smiths, Powell & Lamb, of Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y., m ake the following written 
statem ent in regard to the m ilk and butter 
record of some individuals in their herd of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle: Following the 
six-year-old record of Clothilde, which was 
26,021 pounds 2 ounces, Clothilde, second, 
her daughter, has given as a four-year-old, 
23,602 pounds 10 ounces in a year, and an­ 
other daughter, 
Clothilde, 
fourth, has 
given, as a two-year-old, 14,021 pounds 14 
ounces in a year, m aking a dam and two 
daughters average 21,215 pounds 3 ounces 
in a year for the same year, and at an aver­ 
age age of three years. Netherland Princess, 
iburth, a two-year-old daughter of Nether- 
iand Prince, and of the same blood as him ­ 
self. being out of N etherland Princess, has 
m ade as a two-year-old 20 pounds 3 11-12 
ounces of butter in a week, m aking a 
pound of butter from 12.98 pounds of 
m ilk. N etherland Borinda, an aunt of 
N etherland Prince, has just m ade 21 pounds 
ounces in a 
week, and 
is goi lg 
higher, having 
made 
6 
pounds 151 
ounces of butter in two days, 13.17 pounds 
of m ilk m aking a ponud of butter. Eight­ 
een cows and heifers have averaged over 
17,000 pounds in our herd the past year, 
and we have now in our herd thirty cows 
whose yearly records average over 17,000 
pounds. Aaggie Idaline, third, has made 
17 pounds 41 ounces of butter in a week ; 
Aaggie Cornelia, second, 17 pounds 8 
ouncer; Albino, 17 pounds 13 ounces; 
Benola Fletcher, 15 pounds 14 ounces as a 
three-year-old; Stella Artis, 11 pounds Oil 
ounces as a three-year-old; Bessie Artis, 13 
pounds 1 ounce as a three-year-old. These 
records were made without any grain feed, 
nor had they had grain for some three or 
four m onths prior to the m aking of the 
record. Our idea is that we have the 
grandest butter breed of cattle in the world, 
and all we have to do is to develop it. 
From the tests we have made we have 
every reason to believe that they excel the 
Jersey or any other breed of cattle for 
butter. 
THE LAST MILK THE RICHEST. 
W hy the first m ilk drawn from a cow at 
each m ilking is the poorest, and why that 
draw n last, the “ strippings,” is the richest, 
has been the subject of Dr. Sturtevant’s and 
Professor Arnold's organics, and together 
they seem to have given the true reasons. 
Professor Arnold first says it is not because 
the cow s udder is like an open vessel, in 
which the cream can rise, but there is no 
such thing as a backward motion to m ilk, 
or any of its elem ents after it has once 
started from the point of formation, bat 
the ducts converge into the one in the teat. 
Dr. Sturtevant 
says that 
the 
heavier, 
more liquid part of the m ilk will move 
through the m ilk tubes more easily than 
the solid and lighter portion, m uch on 
the principle, we suppose, that a pebble 
would move downward in a tube of running 
water faster than the water, and that ac­ 
counts for part of the result. Professor Ar­ 
nold says that in addition to this cause the 
fat of the m ilk, after it has passed the ini­ 
tial point of secretion, is absorbed into the 
general circulation faster than the proteine 
is. and so becomes poorer in fat the longer 
it is retained in the udder. The facts cor­ 
respond with his view, for it has been 
proved that the per cent, of butter fat in ­ 
creases with the shortness of the tim e be­ 
tween milkings, that it adds wonderfully 
to the butter production of the cow to m ilk 
her every six hours over m ilking once in 
twenty-four hours. W e suppose, the above 
being true, that the cow.milked every six 
hours, if she produced more butter, would 
need additional food to give her the fat for 
h er system that she would otherwise ab­ 
stract from her own m ilk. 
It is a fact, we 
believe, in most cases that the phenomenal 
cows, when under test, are m ilked every 
eight hours with the utm ost regularity, and 
this accounts for part of the wonders they 
perform.—Heard's Dairyman. 


CEREALS IN SANTA CLARA COUNTY. 
D uring the past year the farmers of this 


county sowed to wheat, for grain. 44,.“>28 I 
acres; for hay, 37,046—an increased aerea, e . 
of nearly 4,000 acres over the previous 
year. There were sowed to barlev, for 
grain, 40,147 acres ; for hay, 31,924—an in­ 
creased acreage of 13,660. To oats there 
were sowed, for grain, 475 acres, and 19,476 
for hay—an increase of nearly 1,00# acres. 
The results of this year’s crop, as ascer­ 
tained from the dealers and producers, are 
flattering. 
The am ount of wheat pro­ 
duced has not been up to that of former 
years, neither has the quality been up to 
our previous standard; still, the crop has 
been good. 
A great deal that was sowed 
for grain was cut for hay. Careful esti­ 
mates place the yield at about 8,000 to 10,­ 
000 tons. The prices obtained by our farm ­ 
ers have not been satisfactory. $1 25 per 
cental 
being about the 
highest 
real­ 
ized. The yield of barley has been very 
good. 
Estim ates place t6e crop at about 
20,000 tons. The quality is unsurpassed. 
The chevalier was unexceptiouably good, 
while the common was much above the 
standard, and some reached as high as 51 
pounds to the bushel. Nearly all of the 
last crop of chevalier was engaged early in 
the season by English firms. The common

H enry Bros., Black's Station, have 75 
acres of Muscats, Muscatelles and Sultanas, 
all in good bearing condition. 
They have 
had fine success in curing the raisins and 
will finish packing this year’s crop of 
3,000 boxes in about three weeks.— Wood­ 
land Democrat. 
For the past ten years, C. L. Durban, of 
Mesilla Valley, has been putting up raisins, 
and each year they seem better than before. 
They are made from the finest raisin 
grapes, are cured in the best m anner, and 
are large, luscious, and of fine flavor. 
We 
have tested them for several years past, and 
know that in keeping qualities they equal 
the finest im ported raisins. —Oroville Regis­ 
ter, November 1 Sift. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
The Los Angeles Times has knocked all 
the poetry out of orange groves. 
It says 
there is more money to be made in grow­ 
ing cabbages than oranges, and gives the 
figures to prove it. An acre of good ground 
will yield 25 tons of cabbage. 
The problem of farm ing consists in 
m aking the soil increasingly fertile. 
Ma­ 
nure is the farmers’ savings bank, and if 
more of them would have large heaps of it 
every spring to spread upon their lands, 
instead of money at interest, they would 
prosper better in the end. 
Use plenty of whitewash in the poultry 
house. The lice w ill appear unless pre­ 
cautions are taken to avoid them. Clean 
up the poultry house and yards, dust insect 
powder into all the cracks and crevices, put 
tobacco refuse in the nests, coal oil in the 
roosts, and whitewash the walls of the 
poultry house, first adding a tablespoonful 
of carbolic acid to each bucket of white­ 
wash used. 
A dairy writer says : 
The following 
rules will apply to the selection of calves 
to be raised for dairy cows : 
The head 
should not be over-large, the neck£thin 
rather than thick, and the skin possessing 
a soft feel that can only be judged by an 
expert. 
Look to the escutcheon and milk 
veins. These are as good indications of 
character as the pedigree. 
A swine-breeder says that in weaning 
pigs there is som ething more to be consid­ 
ered than sim ply taking them away from 
their m other. They should be weaned 
gradually, so as not to get any stunt or set 
back. To take pigs away before they have 
been taught to cat gives them a check for 
at least two weeks. 
Feeding them in a 
separate place to which they have access 
will accustom them to eating. 
The W oodland Democrat says the farmers 
of Yolo county are using the refuse of the 
wineries for a fertilizer with good results. 
After the grapes have been crushed, the 
seeds, stems aud skin^are gathered up and 
carried off by the farmers, who dum p 
them on their lands and plow them under. 
It would seem as if there was no waste to 
the grape, and no lim it to its resources.

Its vile and unexplainable 
smells out-seentcd even ihe far-famed city 
of Cologne; but in spite of them ail, the 
clear atm osphere of the altitude (over 5,000 
feet) renders it exceptionally 
healthy. 
There comes a time in every autum n, how­ 
ever, when foreigners will do well to de­ 
part, for during two or three m onths ol the 
year those 11 to the m anor b o rn ” dieoff 
like sheep with typhoid and typhus fevers. 
Many reasons are given for this state of 
things, not least among them being the

Campos 
Santos 
(graveyards) 
occupy 
sightly 
locations 
upon 
the 
heights 
immediately 
above 
the 
town, 
and 
for 400 years or more all the wells of the 
vicinage have been filled by tropical rains 
washing downward 
from ’ their hights, 
filtered among the bones of the charnel- 
vard. 
It is m y opinion that entire absence 
of saniiary regulations and lack of proper 
drainage, combined with insufficient food 
for the poor and no provision whatever for 
warming the houses in chilly weather, 
have had more to do than theC am poSanto 
in assisting the climatic influences natural 
everywhere to such elevations in producing 
the fevers aforesaid. 


A REMARKABLY WELD-BUII.T CITY 
As to public buildings is Zacatecas, having 
a Mint, Custom-house, Gubernatorial ‘'P al­ 
ace,” m any tine business blocks and hand­ 
some private residences, aud some of the 
most magnificent churches on th e conti­ 
nent. 
Like all Mexican cities, it abounds 
in rose-filled p'azas and flowery prome­ 
nades, and has a beautiful alameda, or 
"grove of elm s,” along whose shady drives 
the aristocracy take daily airings on horse­ 
back or in their clumsy carriages; besides 
casinos, opera-house, and 
other 
public 
places where these music-loving Latins love 
io congregate. 
Being an im portant m ili­ 
tary station there are several tine bands 
here, which play every evening in the fash­ 
ionable parks and promenades. 
Electric 
lights illum inate the m ain plaza and prin­ 
cipal streets, and horse-car lines connect 
with the adjoining village of Guadalupe, 
and also run to the Mexican Central depot, 
a mile or more from the center of tfte town. 
It is impossible to convey w ith the pen 
any idea of Zacatecas’ picturesqueness. 
First one m ust be made to realize the 
silent, solemn, empty country by which it 
is reached—through "m an y a palm y plain” 
like that of Egypt—and the thin, clear 
m ountain atmosphere, in which remote 
objects stand out sharply defined against 
the skv with peculiar distinctness—a suc­ 
cession of pictures in water-color tints, cal­ 
culated to drive an artist crazy with enthu­ 
siasm. But 


THE PASSING CROWDS 
Are the greatest charm , and form a study 
of never failing interest. The m ajority of 
the Zacatecanoes are dark and Oriental in 
type, with bare or sandaled feet and gar­ 
m ents as prim itive as were the fashions of 
Bethlehem in Mary’s day. 
There 
are 
women 
w ith 
water 
jars 
upon their 
shoulders; men with enormous wooden 
bowl3 tilled with strange tropical fruits, 
balanced on their heads, or with huge 
hampers upon their backs; dim inutive 
donkeys laden with every conceivable com­ 
m odity ; peram bulating m erchants, with 
all m anner of things for sale, from hams to 
shoe-strings and from sweetmeats to hair- 
sw itches; the pottery vender, the street 
cook, the water seller—a perpetually shift­ 
ing panorama. 
As in all Mexican cities, where the wid­ 
est extremes of wealth and poverty meet, 
one sees most of the poor and lowly ; for 
the higher classes are seldom m et out of 
doors, except as now and then an aristocrat 
rolls by in his carriage. 
Zacatecas has its 
exclusiveeircleof proud grandees, differing 
more distinctively from the street gamins 
aforesaid than the residents of New York's 
Fifth avenue differ from those of the Five 
Points. 
It is only a few years since the first hat 
or bonnet made i's debut in this part of the 
world upon a female head, supplemented 
by the ordinary walking costumes.in vogue 
at the N o rth ; and when Betsy and I made 
our first visit here, clad in the heathenish 
apparel of the United .states, our appear­ 
ance was singular enough to collect a 
crowd of open-mouthed followers whenever 
we ventured out thus attired. 
Feeling too 
much like a circus among the bare-headed 
populace and the dark-eyed señoras and 
señoritas, whose black tresses were draped 
with the graceful lace mantilla, or lightly 
swathed in black or blue rebosos, we tried 
the latter style of head-gear ourselves; 
but th at only m ade m atters worse, for 
Anglo Saxon personality will betray itself 
the more conspicuously under Indian or 
Spanish toggery. 
But now that the rail­ 
road has penetrated this delightful Arca­ 
dia, its days of sim plicity are numbered, for 
that 
EMPTIER OF rOCKETS 
And generator of strifes and heart-burn­ 
ings—the American m illiner, accompanied 
by dressmakers and drum mers, are sw arm ­ 
ing hitherward. 
There are those who assert that the days 
of revolution are over in Mexico, and that 
the blessed tim e has arrived when *• swords 
shall be beaten into plow-shares ;” yet the 
very air is quivering with suppressed ex­ 
citement and 
everybody is alert with 
uneasiness. 
That you may understand 
what is considered “ a tim e of peace, 
let 
me relate a few recent occurrences. 
An 
actual revolt has not taken place in the 
State for several m onths ; but at the least 
sign of disturbances in the streets—such as 
a runaway horse or the pursuit of a thief 
m ight cause—everybody is imm ediately 
thrown into a panic, business houses are 
closed in the tw inkling of an eye, doors are 
double-barred, and shutters clapped up 
with a marvelous expedition which could 
only have been acquired by frequent prac­ 
tice. 
W hen a riot actually does take place, 
woe to the luckless pedestrian who hap­ 
pens to .be caught upon the streets ! 
In an 
instant, before he has tim e to realize what 
it is all about, every house is securely bar­ 
ricaded, and on no account will be opened 
till the brief storm blows over. 
So he has 
no alternative but to take to his heels and 
dodge from corner to corner, 
amid a 
shower of stones or bullets or both, with as 
much to fear from the Federal troops on 
one hand as from the insurgents on the 
other. 
ASSASSISAT ONS 
Are of frequent occurrence hereabouts and 
hum an life is valued less than that of the 
*’ beasts which perish.” 
We happened to 
be here at the tim e of the attempted assas­ 
sination of General Cardenas, nearly three 
years ago. That gentleman is an ex-Gov­ 
ernor of the State, who, for more than a 
decade, has been prom inent in local poli­ 
tics, and has figured ia several revolutions. 
Not less than nineteen members of his im ­ 
mediate family have perished by the red 
hand of m urder, and his own violent tak­ 
ing off has repeatedly been attem pted. At 
the time alluded to his carriage was way­ 
laid by a company of masked m en, as it 
was returning to his hacienda, about three 
miles distant from the city. 
It happened 
the General had remained at home that day, 
and only his wife, sister and nephew occu­ 
pied the vehicle. The nephew, being mis­ 
taken for the elder Cardenas, was instantly 
killed, as was also the coachman, and one 
of the shots grazed the sister's cheek. The 
horses were then cut loose, anti th e terror- 
stricken women ordered to walk home as 
fast as their feet could carry them —a com­ 
m and which, it is needless to add, they 
obeyed without demur, leaving their dead 
in the dusty road. As this was considered 
merely a political disturbance, it attracted 
no especial attention, and no attem pts 
were made to capture the assassins, who 
are still at large. 
It is darkly hinted iand not w ithout cause) 
that when offensive politicians, “ pernicious 
foreigners” (particularly newspaper writers) 


and others become obnoxious from any 
cause to “ the powers that be," they are 
uncomfortably in danger of receiving a 
sudden and eternal quietus at the hands of 
m idnight assassins or highway robbers, 
whose identity is never established. 
According to the Constitution of Mexico, 
capital punishm ent is not inflicted except 
for very rare offenses; yet they have a sure 
and effectual way of 


DISPOSING OF CRIMINALS 
W ho are liable to become troublesome. The 
offenders are perhaps banished for a term 
of years to Y ucatan—a much-dreaded pun­ 
ishm ent which few, if any, survive—or 
are condemned to some terrible prison 
like that of San Juan tie Ulloa in Vera Cruz 
harbor. On the way thereto the prisoner 
is purposely given every opportunity to 
escape, and if he takes advantage of the 
offered tem ptation, the guard immediately 
shoots him. and that is the end of it. 
By the way, President Diaz's action in 
the late terrible affair at Monterey does not 
tally well w ith his oft-repeated assertion 
during the Cutting affray, of being entirely 
powerless to interfere with any decision of 
the State Courts concerning crimes and 
misdemeanors committed within 
their 
limits. The papers have told you how a 
jealous Mexican, Don Vicente Recendez by 
name, boarded a railroad ear near Nuevo 
Laredo, which contained his wife and chil­ 
dren, and m urdered them in cold blood, 
am id the shrieks of tire passengers. 
He 
was im prisoned in Slonterey, and a few 
days later was led out and shot by order of 
the loca authorities ; thereupon Diaz tele­ 
graphed from the City of Mexico his u n ­ 
called-for approval—an unnecessary pro­ 
ceeding, considering his recent attitude on 
the subject of State rights. A san instance 
of how 


LITTLE REGARD FOR HUMAN LIKE 
Is entertained by the Government, let me 
tell you a pitiful story. Some three years 
ago a child was missing from one of the 
great haciendas at the edge of Zacatecas ; 
and. after weeks of fruitless searching, the 
distracted parents concluded that he had 
been kidnaped. Thereupon—since blind­ 
folded justice demanded some sort of satis­ 
faction—more than twenty persons, most 
of them laborers about the mines, were 
hastily tried and shot on the merest sus­ 
picion that they m ight know something 
about the lost boy. A gentleman who re­ 
sided in Zacatecas at that time, and was 
acquainted with the circumstances, tells 
m e'that no words can describe the heart­ 
rending scenes when the innocent men 
were dragged from the clinging arm s of 
their wives and children to be thus judi­ 
cially murdered. 
About three m onths afterwards, some­ 
body happened to look down into a deep 
hollow—probably an abandoned prospect- 
hole—not tar from the father's house, and 
dim ly discerned som ething at the bottom 
which excited his curiosity. 
Ladders were 
brought, and closer investigation revealed 
a small skeleton, its head covered with the 
little cap which the m issing child had 
worn on the day of its disappearance! 
This then was the’solution of the mystery. 
The lad was subject to epileptic fits, and in 
one of them had undoubtedly fallen into 
the hole : and being unable to m ake him ­ 
self heard from such a depth, had slowly 
starved to death within a hundred yards of 
home. 
My inform ant was present when 
the m oldy jacket and m uddy little shoes 
were brought up with the bucketful of 
bones, and says that the crowd wept loudly 
in sym pathy with the m ourning m other ; 
but nobody seemed to have a thought for 
the score of innocent men as needlessly 
sacrificed, nor for the twenty w idows and 
their hungry children. “ So like Mexi­ 
cans !” we both exclaimed.

HOW FRAFZ REDEEMED HIS PROMISE. 


PART I. 
“ Franz, how about the Lyskam m to­ 
morrow ? The weather looks settled.” 
“ The w eather is good, H err, bat 
” 
“ But what, Franz?” 
“ I do not like the Lyskamru.” 
“ Anil why don’t you like the Lyskamm, 
Franz?” 
“ H err, there is a fearful cornice there 
this year.” 
“ W e'll take our chance of that. We 
can’t tell what it's like till we try, and ii 
we find it too bad we can always turn back. 
W hen m ust we start ’!" 
“ It will be tim e if we leave here at two.” 
“ Good ! 
Then you’ll call us about one. 
Guteu abend. Franz.” 
“ Gutenabend, H err; schlafen sie wobl.” 
The above conversation took place one 
exquisite August evening outside the old 
Ritlel Hotel. Table d ’hote was over, and 
the usual assemblage oí climbers, guides, 
and others were there, watching the declin­ 
ing light of a most glorious srinset fading 
slowly away from the m ighty precipices ol 
the M atterhorn, and from the other sum ­ 
m its of that, to m y m ind, the grandest 
range in all the Alps. 
The season up to that tim e had not been 
a good one, and but little clim bing had 
been done ; but with the prospect of tine 
weather, of which that m orning had given 
unm istakable promise, every one took 
heart, and the num ber of expeditions that 
were at once planned for the following day 
was som ething astonishing. 
Every available guide was “booked,” and 
the courteous lady who at that time pre­ 
sided over the Riffel wa3 at her wits’ end to 
know where toaccom m odateall who asked 
that night for sleeping space. I m yself was 
not a novice at climbing, having already 
spent several seasons in the Alps, and for 
some years I had been a m em ber of the 
Alpine Club, 
i had been up most of the 
great peaks around Zermatt, but I had not 
yet ascended the Lyskamm (14,889 feet), 
and it was for the purpose of doing the Lys­ 
kam m that I had come up to the Rilíel. 
I was accompanied by a fellow-member 
of the Alpine Club nam ed Burns, an ad­ 
m irable climber and a charm ing com ­ 
panion, and I had m y guide Franz, who 
had been with me on most of my previous 
expeditions, and in whose steadiness and 
skill I had reason to have the greatest con­ 
fidence. 
Franz was a man of 40 or so, tall, 
and of splendid physique, w ith a good, 
honest, weatherbeaten 
countenance, 
to 
which a long m ustache gave a somewhat 
m ilitary appearance. 
Tn intelligence he was greatly superior to 
the ordinary run oí guides, for he could 
talk well upon other subjects besides the 
one topic of the m ountains. 
Burns and I, being in some favor with 
the authorities at the Riffel, were fortunate 
in getting a room to ourselves, but a score 
or so of travelers, for whom no other space 
could be found, had to repose as best they 
could on the floor of the salon, and lucky 
were they who could secure a mattress, for 
even mattresses gave out at last. 
We turned in early : but, as I can never 
sleep on the eve of an expedition, I was not 
sorry when Franz’s knock, soon after 1 
o’clock, warned us that it was tim e to be 
up. This getting up is, I think, the most 
disagreeable part of an expedition. 
I have a particular objection to dressing 
in a bad light, feeling ail the wtiile only 
half awake, and—but low be it spoken— 
m ore than half disposed to envy those who 
are not leaving their beds at such an un­ 
earthly hour. 
I dislike, too. the early breakfast—a m el­ 
ancholy meal, to be gotten over as expedi­ 
tiously as possible; and on this point 
everyone seems to be agreed, for at the Kif- 
fel, at all events, I have observed th at it is 
dispatched in solemn silence. . The very 
look of the sleepy servant who brings in 
the cotiee exercises a depressing influence, 
as well it may. 
Then there is that getting into boots (for 
I am not one of those inconsiderate indi­ 
viduals who puts his on up stairs and 
comes pounding down, to the detrim ent oí 
sleep in those who do not happen to be 
getting up so early), and boots, to begin 
with, feel hard, if not absolutely uncom ­ 
fortable ! 
But. after all. w hat are these m inor disa­ 
greeables beside the extraordinary am ount 
of pleasure that is to be got of climbing? 
They perhaps m ake it all the pleasanter if 
we did but know it. 
We were rather earlier than the majority, 
but there were two or three sleepy-looking 
individuals in the breakfast-room, evi­ 
dently novices bound for Monte Rosa, giv­ 
ing one the idea by tbeir appearance that 
tin y were already beginning to think 
cl:m bing a m istake rather than otherwise. 
It was close upon 2 o’clock—the hour 
Franz had named—when we got off, and 
we were soon on our way toward the Cor­ 
ner Glacier. 
The date was A ugust 13, 
187—, 
Our party had received an addition in 
the shape of a porter whom Franz had en­ 
gaged overnight—a big, good-natured look­ 
ing fellow, and a very useful m an to have 
on a rope, as we found subsequently. 
The m orning was splendid, and the stare 
shone down upon us from a cloudless s k y . 
but still Franz seemed dissatisfied, and 
complained m ore'than once of its feeling 
close. 
The atm osphere 
was certainly 
heavy, but as we neared the glacier there 
came toward us a breath of cold air deli­ 
ciously refreshing and inspiriting. 
It was still dark when we reached the 
ice, hut before we bad crossed the glacier 
th e day had commenced to break, and be­ 
hind the giant mass of Monte Rosa and 
the Lyskamm there came over the heavens 
th a t pale unearthly hue which is seen at 
tim es when snow and sky interm ingle. It 
was a superlatively fine morning, and save 
for a few saffron-colored clouds Soaring 
above the W eisstbor the sky was perfectly 
clear. 
We breaklasted near the well-known 
haiting-parties for 
parties 
m aking the 
ascent of Monte Rosa, and soon afterward 
we left th at m ountain on our left to keep 
on up the GrenzGlacier toward the sum m it 
o f the Lysjoch. 
It seemed certain now that wo should 
have a tineday. bn! Franz was clearly ill at 
ease, and grum bled constantly about the 
beat in the night, saying that he feared 
that we should an d the Lyskamru arete in 
bad condition. 
His spirits, though, recovered somewhat 
as we got higher, and certainly the weather 
left litt le to be desired, for a flood of golden 
sunlight spread over rock and snow, till 
even the hollow of the glacier in which we 
stood became bathed in the glorious light. 
Indeed, we could not have chosen a more 
perfect day for our expedition. 
We m ade rapid progress, for _ we were 
w hat is know n as a ” fast ” pkrty, and 
while it was still early we reached the foot 
-of the terrible arete, which riots straight 
up from tbe'glscier till it culm inates in the 
sum m it of the Lyskamm . 
To m y mir.d this arete constitutes one of 
tije nastiest bits of climbing in the Alps, 
i f is not difficult, but it is long, and alm ost 
its whole length daDgerous, 
Its danger 
arises from the cornice, which in an im ­ 
m ense mass hang? over on to the Italian 
side of the m ountain. The actual ridge is 
so sharp, and on either side of the face of 
the cliff falls away so steeply to th e glacier, 
that the greatest care is necessary in order 
to keep on the ridge itself w ithout tres­ 
passing upon the cornice, which, being 
formed of frozen snow only, is liable 
to crum ble away at the slightest touch.

It is this difficulty of telling where the 
firm ground ends and where the cornice 
begins that constitutes the danger of the 
Lyskamm arete. More than once it has 
led to mistakes on the part of guides, and 
it was such that caused one of the most 
awful 
tragedies 
that ever occurred to 
m ountaineers—the fatal accident to Messrs. 
Lewis and Patterson's party in 1878. The 
Lyskamm by this route is emphatically not 
an ascent to be recommended. 
Franz was ever celebrated for his cau­ 
tion, and on this (lay he exercised even 
m ore than his ordinary carg. Not a step 
did he take without first testing the snow 
in front with the point of his ice-ax, so as 
to m ake sure of what was ahead, and he 
never moved forward uutil quite convinced 
that it was safe to do so. 
Thus our progress was slow, and it was 
not till nearly 11 o’clock that we topped 
the final ridge and stood together upon the 
sum m it of the Lyskamm. 
The view, exquisitely bright and clear as 
the sky was that day, was a marvelously 
beautiful one, but it is not within my prov­ 
ince to describe it here, and, indeed, were I 
to m ake the attempt, 1 should fail to con­ 
vey an idea of the impression it made upon 
me at the time. 
Besides, it was not for 
long th at we were permitted to enjoy it, 
for Fianz was all eagerness to be down the 
arete before it got much later. 
W e were soon on the rope again. 
Franz 
led, then I cante, then Burns, and the por­ 
ter—an admirable man for the purpose, on 
account of his weight and 
strength- 
brought up the rear, 
it was in this order 
that we commenced the descent. 
All went well at first. Each man was 
careful to use the rope as the rope ought 
to be used—that is, by keeping it taut be­ 
tween himself and his man in front. Franz 
moved downward carefully, and at each 
step sounded the snow with his ax as he 
had done on the way up. 
The position, in 
fact, was one which needed care. 
Upon our left the face of the mountain 
fell sharply awav to the glacier below, a 
distance of over 3,000 feet, and we dared 
not leave the edge of the arete to pass on to 
i t : for upon this face there lav a quantity 
of fresh snow iu a loose and dangerous 
condition. On our right lav the dreaded 
cornice. 
' 
Suddenly 
Franz 
halted. 
Something 
seemed to trouble him . fur more than once 
he struck his ax into the snow in front of 
and beside him without moving forward. 
H e called to me to pay out the lull length 
of rope between m yself and him, which 1 
did, and again he advanced a few steps. 
Then he stopped, and. turning round to 
me, in slow tone3 said: "H err, be very 
careful how you tread h ere: take care only 
to put your feet in the steps I make, for—” 
and this he added very impressively—" we 
are in great danger here.” 
H e had hardly spoken—in fact the words 
were still in his m outh—when I heard a 
loud crack. 
It was a sound such as I have 
never heard before or since, and I can only 
describe it as being like the grate of a heavy 
wagon upon frozen snow. 
Then, without 
further warning, the side of the mountain 
seemed to break away, and w ith it Franz 
disappeared. 
For one second I felt paralyzed. The 
next, scarcely knowing what I did, but 
with the instinct of self-preservation strong 
within me, I sprang to the left over the 
precipice, on the opposite side to that on 
which poor Franz had disappeard. The 
rope ran out to its lull length, and then I 
found myself powerless to move, anchored 
tiebtiy to the edge of the arete, and with a 
strain upon my chest from the pressure of 
the rope' which was weli-nigh intolerable. 
Burns and the porter had seen w hat was 
coming, and had thrown themselves fiat, 
so that when the jerk caused by my leap 
had come they were well prepared to 
meet it. 
For a few seconds, though, it was a dead­ 
lock. Then I heard a faint voice, which 
seemed to come from Franz, calling for 
help. 
Somehow or other, but bow I 
hardly know to this day, Burns, so m an­ 
aged to slacken the rope that I was enabled 
to scramble up on to the arete again, and 
then the three of us set to work to haul up 
Franz. 
It was not an easy m atter, but 
presently an ashen face appeared over the 
edge, and with some help from him self 
we succeeded in raising Franz to a position 
beside us. 
He was badly shaken, and the horror of 
the situation, as well it might, had clearly 
affected his nerves. 
Until rescued his life 
literally hung upon a thread; tor he had 
remained suspended over an awful preci­ 
pice m any thousand feet in bight, with 
nothing but the rope round his waist be­ 
tween him and certain destruction. 
His 
face was very white, and a small wound on 
his forehead, from which the blood was 
slowly trickling, gave him a ghastly ap- 
Eearance 
hut there was a strange look in 
is eyes as he grasped my hands, and ex­ 
claimed. with all the energy of deep grati­ 
tude— ' 
“ H err, you have saved m y life. Think 
not that I shall forget. 
Mark this. 
You 
will one day be in difficulty, in danger; but 
fear not, Franz will be there, and he will 
have come to save your life.” 
H e was greatly excited, and it was to this 
fact that I felt'inclined to attribute his 
w ords: but there whs a strange earnestness 
in the m anner he spoke which impressed 
me deeply in spite of myself, and with an 
in ward presentim ent (I call it nothing else) 
th at some day or other they would inevita­ 
bly come true. 
From w hat we learned subsequently it 
appeared that, in spite of Franz s precau­ 
tions, our upward track had iu one place 
passed over a portion of the cornice. Franz 
had become aware of this, but in trying to 
avoid the danger in the descent had brought 
about the very thing he feared, the touch of 
his ax having started the great snow cor­ 
nice, forty feet or so of which doubled up 
and bounded down the m ountain side, car­ 
rying Franz along with it. As a m atter of 
tact it was a very narrow escape for all of 
us; for, had any other member of the party- 
gone through the snow as well as Franz, 
the others could not have held, and must 
have been dragged down too. I shuddered 
involuntarily as 1 gazed into the abyss into 
which we should have fallen, and thought 
that there would not have been m uch left 
of us by the time we reached the bottom I 
No further incident occurred daring the 
descent, hut, from having to go slow on 
Franz's account, it was not till late iu the 
evening that we got into the Riffel. 
T wo days later I said good-by to Franz, 
who seemed to be getting well over his ac­ 
cident. and m ade m y way back to England, 
leaving Burns to carry on a career of con­ 
quest which the admirable weather up to 
the close of the season gave him every fa­ 
cility for doing. 
W hen I took leave of Franz that tim e at 
the Riffel I did not think that 1 should 
nevermore set eyes on him . Did I say 
neverm ore? 
Yes, nevermore, at least in 
this life. 
It was in December of that same year 
that I heard of Franz’s death. 
lie feil a 
victim to his passion for chamois hunting, 
it appeared that he had been out one day 
after a heavy fall of snow, and had per­ 
ished in an avalanche, his body being 
swept away n« one knew whither. Noth­ 
ing but his hut and the shattered remains 
of his ride, indeed, were ever found of him 
again, and it was only by their recovery 
that it was guessed what his fate had been. 
To lose Franz was like losing an old 
friend. Sadly I thought over his m any ad­ 
m irable qualities—qualities so seldom com­ 
bined in one of his class. H is truth and 
honesty, his cheerfulness and good nature, 
his skill, his courage iu moments of danger, 
and then I called to m ind that last expedi­ 
tion which vre took together (pity it should 
have been the last), and how near the end 
had been that day. To w hat purpose had 
his life been spared hut these few m onths 
longer? 
And, as I thought, of a sudden 
those words of his came back to me with a 
force positively startling. 
■' You will one day be in difficulty, in 
danger, but fear not. Franz wiil be there, 
and be will have come to save your life.” 
Poor fellow ! It was scarce worth while to 
think about it. Unless the grave gave up 
its dead, Franz could never now redeem his 
promise.

PART II. 
It had been snowing heavily ail the morn­ 
ing. 
Matters were beginning to look seri­ 
ous. Midday among the glaciers in the 
most awful weather, and not one memoer 
of the party in the least conscious of our 
bearings, was a prospect, to say the least, 
not very reassuring I 
A dense mist hang­ 
ing over us, heavy snow in the sky, heavier 
snow underfoot, a wilderness of white on 


all sides and no prospect of any improve­ 
ment. Such was our position August 13, 
18 i— . 
For five years subsequent to our advent­ 
ure on the Lyskamm I had net been to the 
Alps. Increase of work and the dislike of 
having to get a strange guide in Franz's 
place had kept me away ; but with the old 
love of the mountains "still strong within 
me, I had gravitated once more to my old 
campaigning ground. 
I had engaged no 
regular guide for the seasdn, for my days 
for vigorous climbing were over, and I now 
felt that 1 must relegate myself to only 
passes, with perhaps an occasional peak. 
I was doing that delightful series of easy 
expeditions known as the “ Tour of Monte 
Rosa.” 
I had crossed the W eissthor with 
some friends to Macugnaga, and from there 
alone with one guide [not quite a wise pro­ 
ceeding, perhaps) I had made my way over 
the Coile delle Loecie to the little m ountain 
inn in the Colie d’Olen. with the intention 
of returning again to Zerm att by the Lys­ 
joch. 
I fiad thought it possible that I 
m ight be able to pick up a man at the 
Colie d'Olen to m ake a third ou the rope, 
but on arriving there, to m y disgust, J 
found that no one was available. 
I scarcely knew what to d o for the best. 
To attem pt to cross the Lysjoch alone with 
one man was . n act of folly I had not the 
least intention of committing. Of other 
alternatives one was to send down the 
guide I had with me to the valley to 
bring up a companion 
which m eant loss 
of tim e and expense), or else to wait where 
1 was on the chance of some other party 
bound fur Zermatt turning up, to whom 1 
m ight ask leave to attach myself. 
I was sitting sunning m yself in front of 
the inn. and thinking over matters, when a 
cheery voice bailed me, and who should 
appear toiling up the stony path leading 
from (he valley but my old friend Burns, 
whom 1 had not the smallest idea that I 
should meet on this side of the Alps. 
Burns was now a leading light of the 
legai profession; he was even spoken of 
mysteriously as a future Judge, but any­ 
thing more unjudicial than his m anner in 
the Alps it was impossible to imagine, and 
to me he Was ever tkesat.ie admirable com­ 
panion and friend that he had ever been. 
H e had left a party of friends at the Ital­ 
ian lakes, and had come “ to do a walk,” as 
he term ed it, in the m ountains, and he had 
brought with him tem porarily a young 
Italian guide named Antoine, and a porter, 
and he, too, I found to m y great satisfac­ 
tion, was bound for Zerm att by way of the 
Lysjoch. 
We decided, as a m atter of course, to join 
forces. Burns' porter was paid off and sent 
hom e: Antoine and my guide Josef were 
retained, and the following m orning we 
had started on our expedition. 
The weather had become doubtful soon 
after we bad left the inn ; hut we kept ou 
notwittistanding until well on the glacier, 
and then, when too late, we had begun to 
wish that we had had the moral courage to 
turn back before. For the guides had lost 
themselves. They were neither of them 
first rate, and now that difficulties began to 
thicken they proceeded to lose their heads. 
In fact, to such a pass did m atters come 
that Burns and myself had to assume all 
responsibility. 
The storm was raging furiously now, not 
a landm ark was visible, and the blinding 
snow obliterated everything. To add to our 
troubles we found ourselves without a com­ 
pass, the only member of the party pos­ 
sessed of one being Burns, and this he had 
broken only the day before I We coukl not 
thus tell even the direction in which we 
ought to be going. 
I have heard of persons lost in the desert 
wandering for miles in a circle, so that they 
came back at last to the very point from 
which they started. 
To those who have not experienced it it 
is impossible to convey the feeling of utter 
hopelessness in such a case. 
It was fated 
we should feel it on that day ; for after 
many an hour’s weary trudge knee-deep in 
the soft snow we found that our labors had 
been in vain, and we only returned again 
to the tracks we had m ade before, ¿till, 
aimlessly as we might walk, it was neces­ 
sary to keep moving, for to stand still, and 
for any length of time, m eant to perish in 
that awful cold. 
We were white from head to foot with 
the snow which had frozen upon ns, and, 
had the occasion been less serious, weeould 
have laughed at the strange appearance we 
presented. Burns had assumed the lead. 
It had been decided that he should go first 
on the rope and myself lust, Antoine and 
Josef between u s ; but, as for knowing 
where we were, it did not m atter much 
who acted as leader. 
On we went, and still on, till the m onot­ 
ony became well nigh unendurable. No 
change, always the same white waste about 
us, snow iiere, there, everywhere, and fall­ 
ing ail around more heavily than ever. 
W uat was to become cf us if it continued ? 
W e could not go on walking indefinitely. 
H our after hour went wearily by. 
The guides began to lose heart, and cried 
to each other about tlieir wives and chil­ 
dren. 1, too, began to feel not quite myself. 
But Burns, firmly as ever, kept plodding 
forward, forward, forward. 
I canght m y­ 
self thinking (as they say drowning men 
will do) of incidents in my past life, of 
things which I had failed to d*, of things 
which I had done hut which it would have 
been better had I left undone ; and then f 
thought of a host of m inor m atters which 
at such a time seemed positively trivial. 
Then m y thoughts ran on other Alpine ex­ 
peditions, and of that last one which we 
had made five years ago. 
Strange! The scene of it was close be­ 
side us now ; for, though shut out from 
sight by impenetrable mist, we knew that 
the m ighty form of the Lyskamm was tow­ 
ering somewhere above us, lost to sight 
among the clouds. 
Even the day—August 
13th—Was 'he same. 
It seemed as if by a 
strange irony of fate that scene of our escape 
m ight witness the closing scene in the lives 
of all of us. 
Then Franz’s word cante back to me, and 
1 caught rayself sayiug half aloud : “ Franz, 
Franz! 
Ob, for one hour of your guid­ 
ance. and all would he w ell! 
Oh, that you 
could come back to earth to redeem your 
prom ise!” And as I yet spoke there was 
wafted toward us across the clacier a voice, 
clear and distinct even amid the whirl and 
uproar of the storm, a voice that said. 
“ ITerr, I come 1” 
We had altered our course. Almost in­ 
sensibly i felt it. but I was equally certain 
tb it it was so. I looked ahead. Bum s was 
still leading, but n o ! sorach'ow the order 
had been changed. 
I thought that I did 
not see aright, for I could not remember 
any alteration being made in our positions 
on the rope, and yet it was quite certain 
that it was not Burns who now went first. 
1 began to count. There was Josef, there 
Antoine, there Burns, and there—but no, it 
could not be—there was yet a n o th e r! I re­ 
fused to believe it. Twice again I counted, 
twice with the same result. 
And then 
came over me a feeling of dread, for I felt 
that he who was leading us was not of this 
life. 
I looked and the form seemed fam iliar— 
tall aud broad-shouldered, and with a de­ 
cision iu its movements that I had never 
seen but in one guide. 
And yet, firmly 
though it trod, the figure seemed to glide 
over the snow rather than walk. Our pace 
increased. W e seemed alm ost to be flying 
across the glacier. Soon we began to mount, 
the slope grew steeper, then steeper still. 
W e crossed w hat was clearly a ridge and 
then began to descend. Onward over the 
snow we went, till suddenly the clouds 
lifted, and there beneath us lay the familiar 
form of the great Gorner Glacier, all rosy 
with the light of a fiery sunset. 
W e were 
saved. 
We raced down to a patch of rocks on 
this side of the Gorner. 
H ere the guides 
threw down their sacks and gave vent to 
their joy in shouts which woke the echoes 
of Monte Rosa as they had never been 
wakened before, while I turned to thank 
our unknow n companion. But he was no­ 
where to be seen ; our party now consisted 
but of four. 
“ W ell, old fellow, what are you looking 
so glum about? 
I'm a better leader than 
some of us" (and he looked savagely at An­ 
toine and Josef); " in fact, I'm thinking I’ll 
cotne out as a gnide when all else fails. 
You’ll take me, of course.” 
It was B um s who spoke. Clearly he had 
not seen what I had. 
I said nothing, but I 
knew my eyes had not deceived me. I felt 
that those words of Franz’s had come home 
that d ay ; for had he not redeemed his 
prom ise?— The CvrnhiU Magazine. 
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Where the fell flood of Lethe darkly rolled 
Between 
black-browed and sombre-visaged 
walls, 
With sinuous wave aud sluggish-moving tide 
And murmurs like the faint and weary groans 
Of souls long stricken by the pain of hell, 
One. cursed by all the Olympian gods at once, 
Stood neck-deep in the stream, yet could not 
driuk.

NEWSPAPER SCAVENGERS AND THEIR 
DEFENSES. 


The A lta says : 
“ The Examiner insists 
th a t it is the rig h t of a newspaper to in­ 
vade the private home of a citizen and 
inform the public of his relations to his 
family, when those relations have not been 
made the subject of judicial inquiry and 
have not called for any arbitration, public 
or private. 
True, th at paper explains 
th at scandals of this kind affecting the 
rich are always m arketable and make the 
paper widely read, and it makes a new 
jilea for sensational indecency by the prop­ 
osition th at the rich shall in this respect 
be treated the same as the poor.” 
The 
doctrine of the Examiner then is simjdy 
infamous. 
In this land the rights of rich 
and poor are equally entitled to the pro­ 
tection of the law and of society, and 
equally are these classes amenable to criti­ 
cism. 
The homes of both are in theory 
th eir castles, and should be secure from 
newspaper assault. 
But the " live ’ news­ 
paper, so-called, which is the synonym in 
these days of slang for th e vicious and 
nasty sheet, respects neither the right nor 


th e law. 
There is no influence more demoralizing 
th an this same vicious “ liv e ” newspaper- 
ism. 
W e agree with the Alta when it 
th u s philosophizes, 
“ M oralists may well 
despair of a community in which the press 
is encouraged to tear away the fig-leaf and 
boast of its achievem ents in scandal and 
slander as evidences of its enterprise. ’ 
B ut we except to the inference th at the 
communities in California do encourage 
such journalism . 
The self-respecting, the 
decent citizenship of the land is in the 
m ajority. 
It 
does 
not, 
nor 
ever 
has, 
approved 
the 
scurrilous 
course 
th a t 
some 
papers 
pursue 
and 
de­ 
fend. 
Decent 
men 
w ith 
families 
are not brutalized, th at they approve the 
corruption of the tastes and morals of their 
children by applauding this vicious news­ 
paper literature. 
Even th e possible truth 
of publication of indecency cannot excuse 
either its original presentation, or its quo­ 
tation by other journals. 
There is, too, 
something to be accorded mercifully to 
th e innocent who are always crushed and 
wounded by these shafts of cruelty. 
If it is foul, filthy and unlawful to pub­ 
lish and circulate the works of the forbid­ 
den French novelists; in the name of the 
commonest 
decency, 
w hat 
offense 
is 
It to print far more outspoken and more 
poorly dressed filth, more debauching, cor­ 
rupting and suggestive amorous and scan­ 
dalous recitals in the columns of a daily 
new spaper? 
if it is the office of the So­ 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice to pre­ 
vent the exhibition in the shops of the 
State, of pictures of half-nude women, how 
ruucli more is it its duty to make examples 
o f th e public prints th a t regularly strip 
th e m antle of secresy from the revels of 
rakes and debauches, and the follies of 
debased women, and th at in lieu of tru th 
concoct and prin t libidinous tales concern­ 
ing m ythical people, sim ply to gratify the 
vicious and depraved m inority. 
And it is behind this m inority th at the 
so-called “ live” newspaper fortifies itself. 
I t is this m inority to which it sells its 
filth, th at it protests 
constitutes “ the 
community” demanding a daily service of 
nastiness. 
If the men and women of the 
homes of the land are h alf as bad as these 
sensational sheets by such plea would have 
us believe, then indeed the hour has struck 
for the seals to be broken, and the vials of 
w rath of offended Deity to be poured out 
mercilessly upon a race of men and wo­ 
men who deserve to be blotted from exist­ 
ence. 
B ut it is not true. 
T he Alta is right 
when it declares th at the best judgment of 
th e moral world is against such journalism . 
T he defendant journals will never venture 
to take issue w ith the truism . 
I t follows, 
therefore, th at 
they voluntarily range 
themselves in the ranks of the immoral, 
and traffic in sm ut for greasy coin. 
They 
are, as says our contemporary, “ mora* 
burglars,” their trade is scandal, their 
profits drip w ith tears, and their coffers 
are stocked w ith broken hearts. 
In the 
name of the common m anhood th at honors 
its wife, reveres its m other, respects its 
sisters, loves its daughters and sons, digni­ 
fies womanhood w ith its trust, and prefers 
purity and clean tastes and thoughts to 
scandal and filth, let the protest he entered 
th at the communities of California do not 
demand or prefer th at California journal­ 
ism shall descend to the leyel of the few 
police gazettes, posing at respectable Cali­ 
fornia newspapers, th at in ailt them by the 
infam ous charge. 
In the same name let 


every man’s hand be against these vicious 
influences, and when the law refuses and 
society cannot defend the home castle, and 
guard the innocent from publicity of those 
things w ith which the public has no con­ 
cern, compassionate fiuman nature will 
forgive the father, husband and brother 
who appeals to him self to protect the 
hearthstone. 


AN AMERICAN ^ N AMERICA. 


An American of intelligence, who has 
been ‘‘abroad,” told the people of Oakland 
on Thursday w hat estim ate he makes of 
this country and its people by comparison 
w ith those he saw in Europe. 
The chief points to which he draws at­ 
tention are the geographical dignity of our 
country as it discloses itself to the Amer­ 
ican when lie is once away from it. 
This 
is the experience of all American travelers; 
we do not realize the magnificent exjianse 
of the empire of the Republic until we 
find ourselves cribbed and confined by the 
narrow area of European countries. 
So> 
too, in respect to its present and p r o a c t ­ 
ive population, the immensity of our coun­ 
try impresses one most when contemplated 
from the distance of a small European 


State. 
W e doubt the accuracy of the judgment, 
however, th at we surpass all other nations 
in the excellence of our m echanic arts. 
W e may have the best m achinery and 
most labor-saving tools, but it is scarcely 
correct to say th at we devote the care or 
labor to productions of mechanical skill 
th at is given in the more advanced E u­ 
ropean nations. 
Certainly the American 
does not demand such enduring w orks; ami 
notably in the m atters of building, of 
decoration, and of furnishing, we neither 
expend nor finish with the patience or 
elaborateness of the Europeans. 
Yet we 
would bv no means belittle our mechanical 
achievements. Comparatively w ith the old 
countries, this young one has surpassed 
them in invention, and in the m ultitude 
and novelty and usefulness of mechanical 
appliances, and when our age is taken into 
account, we have progressed immeasurably 
more th an th e most advanced of the States 


of Europe. 
B ut if in architecture, rich adornment 
and massiveness and costliness of the pro­ 
ducts of mechanic arts, we do not yet out­ 
do th e older nations, it is gratifying to 
learn from the essayist referred to, th at 
his observation 
confirms 
the oft-made 
statem ent th at we are physically superior. 
In average size and development, A m eri­ 
cans, he assures us are the superiors of the 
average of Europeans. 
And, as he well 
says, this is a fact of trem endous signifi­ 
cance in a question of competitive eiviliz- 


tion. 
As an offset, however, to this cause for 
pride, we are assured th at the “ strong 
drink h a b it” is doing us more of injury 
than even our worst fears presage. 
The 
European, by his bibulous habits is made 
sodden, stupefied and idiotic. 
The Ameri" 
can by his addiction to alcoholic stim u­ 
lants and bv reason of his nervous tem per­ 
ament, and the haste w ith which he lives 
is made delirious, frenzied and maniacal. 
“ The phlegm atic German, Swiss or Eng 
lishinan,” says Dr. M cLean, "fills up as 
does a sponge with wine or beer, and like 
a sponge becomes heavy and soggy.” 
B ut 
the Am erican inflames his being with al­ 
cohol. 
H e makes the tires of life burn 
briskly, hut they burn out speedily. 
W ith 
him strong drink is comparable to the 
torch applied to tow. 
“ It takes his for­ 
eign progenitor forty or fifty years to kill 
himself—the typical American does it in 
four or five years.” 
H e concludes, as must 
all who have given calm thought to the 
subject, th at the drink evil is far more 
threatening to us than to Europeans. 
It 
is certainly a gigantic debauching power. 
It certainly saps the physical strength of 
our voung men, and tarnishes our mental 
and moral escutcheons; it does more, it 
threatens, if unchecked, to become so potent 
a political factor as to endanger republican 
institutions. 
Unrestricted immigration is pointed out 
by th e essayist as an evil demanding our 
immediate attention. 
T hat is to say, the 
putting of the hit upon the license to visit 
political plagues upon us in the form of 
incendiary elements. 
I t is true th at we 
are told by the jihilosophers in American 
economies th at our system can absorb and 
neutralize all the communistic and an­ 
archical elements th at enter it. 
But as 
th at is a m atter of experiment, the broader 
wisdom would seem to be the prevention 
of the injection of poisonous influences. 
There are laws already intended to inter­ 
pose between our civilization and the pau­ 
per hordes of Europe who would become 
public charges if landed h e re ; laws also 
th at forbid the ingress of the lawless and 
crim inal classes; but they are not suffi­ 
ciently broad or stringent, as this journal 
has several times in the past three years 
pointed out. 
The question of the exclu­ 
sion of the crim inal classes who come here 
to sow discord and overthrow American 
institutions, is a vastly different question 
from th at under which it has been pro- 
jiosed to wage intolerant opposition to all 
immigration, or to array classes against 
each other in this country, ujxm the basis 
of nationality or faith. 
To shut the doors 
upon Communists, Anarchists, assisted im­ 
m igrants and the incendiaries and con­ 
victs of Europe, is a proposition that meets 
with little or no dissent in the United 
States.

It is not difficult to imagine 
what will be the effect of the display of 
the exhibits still later in Chicago, in the 
very heart of the country where snow most 
falls, where the cold is most intense, and 
the discomforts and rigors of w inter are 
most made manifest.

Central a td northern California as no 
printed page can, and will call to us desir­ 
able imm igration and investm ent as no 
other influence is capable of doing. W e can 
talk of soil and clim ate to the Eastern 
man for months, and note the expressions 
of doubt and incredulity ujxm his coun­ 
tenance all the tim e ; hut when we show 
to him, and give to him to eat, the 
product of soil and climate, it is the indis­ 
putable “ proof of the pudding.” 


IMPRACTICABLE AND DELUSIVE. 


T he “ Progressive Democracy” of New 
York, th e Ilenry George party under its 
spanking new title, declares : 
We hold that the value which attaches to the 
surface of the earth by reason of the growth.of 
population belongs to society at large, and we 
ptppose, therefore, to abolish all taxation upon 
buildings, improvements and all other things 
of human production, and by taxation on the 
value of land alone to provide for purjtoses of 
common necessity and benefit. In this way we 
propose to make it unprofitable for mouopol izers 
to hold land, mines, forests or city lots which 
they are not putting to use. 
In the densely populated cities such 
doctrines will receive support 
from 
a 
non-land-owning class. 
But with 
the 
masses it will never become popular. The 
home-owners, even of the great cities, will 
never give in adhesion to a'party putting 
forth such a creed. 
W hen h comes to the 
agricultural class they will stand in oppo­ 
sition as a unit. 
For the question w hat 
constitutes “ putting to use” never could 
be a settled one among men. 
I t would be 
dependent for all tim e upon the judgm ent 
or whim of the dom inant faction in the 
new polities. 
It would demand a parental 
— an autocratic—guardianship 
over the 
affairs of free men, as em inently socialistic 
as the scheme is impracticable. 
It may 
become popular w ith a class to saddle all 
taxation upon the soil, hut the present 
owners of land can never he brought to 
accept such a system of raising revenue. 
Even 
Ingersoll, who has taken in the 
George party out of the chill of the elec­ 
tion to warm in the capacious breadth and 
depth of his approval, has tacked on an 
exception as essential if his future support 
is to be expected. 
H e wants homesteads 
of certain value exem pted from taxation. 
T his very proposition proves the weakness 
of the theory. 
The objectionable monojx)- 
lization of land will never be defeated by 
such delusive schemes as the 11 Progressive 
Democracy ” advance.

T h e San Francisco Call says the grow­ 
ing of olives has passed the experim ental 
stage in southern California.

and it has been demonstrated th at in Cen­ 
tral and northern California olives are 
grown to as good advantage as anywhere 
else in the State.

L ectu re b y H o m e r B . S p ragu e a t th e 
C o n g reg a tio n a l C hurch. 
Hom er B. Sprague delivered a lecture on 
“ M ilton,” at the Congregational Church, 
laBt evening, under the auspices of the 
Marguerite Mission. The lecture was not 
largely attended, but those present enjoyed 
a rare and scholarly treat. A synopsis of 
the lecture cannot convey an idea of its 
beauty. It was an exemplification of '‘Par­ 
adise Lost,” w ith interesting narrative con­ 
cerning M ilton’s life and history,early child­ 
hood and education, college life, marriage, 
and his devotion to the one cause of secur­ 
ing not only for the people of England but 
the whole world, civil, political and religi­ 
ous liberty. 
He showed that m any of the 
leading principles of liberty, upon which 
we of America love to dwell, were enun­ 
ciated by John Milton in his early treatise 
on political liberty. 
Our constitutional 
maxim that “ all men arc born free and 
equal ” was first enunciated by him ; also, 
that when Goverments permit the object of 
their institutions or creations to be per­ 
verted so as 
to oppress 
the people, 
the latter have the right to throw off the 
Government. 
This was borrowed from 
Milton, and was not original with our jieo- 
ple. 
He described Milton as being 


ONE OF T H E MOST ACCOMPLIEIIED SCHOLARS 
Of his age, or that ever existed before or 
since in England ; described his travels in 
foreigti and 
continental 
countries, his 
open, frank and m anly avowal of his jirin- 
ctples wherever he went, and p artió .larly 
his opposition to the established Church, 
lie described his unfortunate m arriage re­ 
lations, having married a lady whose tastes 
and habits were all in opposition to his 
own. 
H er sym pathies were all with the 
established Church and royalists of that 
age, while he was a republican or advocate 
of what was synonymous with democracy, 
in opposition to imperialism or monarchy. 
H is whole tim e and attention were en­ 
grossed in his studies and vocation as 
teacher—a vocation he followed for many 
years. That he became a distinguished 
linguist, the m aster of several living as well 
as dead languages, a finished Latiu and 
Greek scholar; 
th at his writings were 
principally devoted to the cause of the peo­ 
ple in opposition to the established Gov­ 
ernm ent and Church, which perhaps did 
as much as any other one thing to enlighten 
the people and 
to unite their oppo­ 
sition to Charles, who was oppressing them 
so cruelly, and which led to the ruler 
being 
beheaded; 
that 
the Republican 
or Cromwellian Government recognized in 
him one of their ablest defenders, and em ­ 
ployed him to write on two principal occa­ 
sions a rej)ly to two of the ablest docu­ 
m ents produced or published by the oppo­ 
sition. 
Each tim e be crushed his oppo­ 
nent and more firmly 


ESTABLISHED T H E LIB ER TIES OF TH E T E O rL E . 
For his first reply Parliam ent voted him 
£1,000. 
At that time he was Secretary of 
State, and the doctors advised him not to 
enter upon the second task the Govern­ 
m ent had assigned him , on account of his 
failing sight—the vision of his left eye 
having nearly or quite disappeared, and the 
sight of the other eye very much affected. 
But John Milton did not hesitate long as 
between his eyesight and duty.

Milton was 
branded as the arch traitor, and all good 
citizens were called upon to apprehend him 
on sight. 
H e went into seclusion, was hid 
for a long tim e in a friend’s house, deserted 
by his wife, betrayed possibly, by his two 
daughters, 
WAS BLIND AND 
A FC G ITIV E. 
H is m ind was called off from the tem­ 
poral affairs of life to the great subjects in­ 
volved in his ’’ Paradise Lost.” 
The speaker gave a running review of 
the contents of th at great poem, and con­ 
cluded with a beautiful tribute to iiis 
memory, and his devotion to the cause for 
which he lived and labored. 
He compared him with the great m en of 
contemporaneous and subsequent times, 
contrasted him with 
Shakespeare, and 
showed that they wielded an influence 
within a lim ited sphere that did not, to any 
great extent, act upon the moral condition 
of the people. All the writings and labors 
of Milton were devoted to, and produced 
their effect upon the religious and civil 
status of the world, and the impress of his 
high mind, his noble aspirations, his pure 
thoughts, religious nature and virtuous 
character, not only at that time, but ever 
since, has influenced, and is still influenc­ 
ing, the nations of the world. John Milton 
still lives.

E d s . R e c o b d - U n i o n : 
The report from 
the m inutes of the City Superintendent, 
as published in your issue of the 25th inst., 
while correct so far as the records go, con­ 
cerning the action of the Board of Educa­ 
tion in reinstating Prof. Anderson, Princi­ 
pal of the High School, who suffered sus­ 
pension by our Superintendent, does not 
place the m atter in a proper light before 
the public. It shows the charges m ade by 
the Superintendent 
and the resolution 
passed by the Board. A careless view of 
the m atter may lead some to conclude that 
we sustained Mr. Anderson in violating 
the school law. 
I have been repeatedly 
asked why we did not sustain the Supcrin 
tendent. I take this opportunity to briefly 
state a few of the reasons, which will clearly 
show that our action was the proper one. 
Rule 45 of the school law referred to in the 
Superintendent’s charge, reads as follows : 
“ Teachers unable to attend their schools 
m ust report such inability to the Superin 
tendent one hour before the tim e for 
opening.” 
Our 
Superintendent 
states 
in his charge that “ Mr. Pond did not so 
report, 
but 
says 
that 
Mr. Anderson 
told him to report to Mr. Slater. For this 
willful violation of the school laws govern­ 
ing the public schools, and such unprofes­ 
sional conduct, I suspend Mr. Anderson.” 
It will be seen the only charge against Mr. 
Anderson is that he told Mr. Pond to see 
Mr. Slater. 
Rule 45 says the teacher unable to attend 
shall report to the Superintendent. Mr. 
Anderson is not the teacher who could not 
attend. It was not shown that Mr. A nder 
son even told Mr. Pond not to report to the 
Superintendent. 
W e fail to see wherein 
Mr. Anderson violated Rule 45. 
The suspension of the Principal of one 
of our schools is quite a serious affair, as it 
m ight prove very detrim ental in more than 
one way to the school, ami I believe that 
such action should be well considered and 
the cause wholly justifiable 
The Board of Education is aware that 
there is no substitute teacher for the High 
School. The certificates upon which we 
elect substitutes for the Prim ary and Gram ­ 
m ar Schools do not show qualifications to 
teach in the High School. In view of these 
facts the Board authorized Mr. Anderson 
to allow his daughter, who is known to be 
qualified, to hear Mr. Pond’s class recite for 
one day, during his absence. 
The Superintendent says : ‘‘ If Mr. An­ 
derson has the right to put a substitute in 
charge of a class, any teacher will have 
the saíne right.” 
Mr. Anderson did not 
take the right upon himself, but received 
his authority from members of the Board. 
How could the Board do otherwise, and do 
right, than reinstate Mr. Anderson, when 
he sim ply did what we authorized him to 
do, and that which we believe was for the 
very best interest of the school.

watered, the wells needing to be sunk only 
twenty to thirty feet. There is wood enough 
on it to pay for it, selling to the railroad at 
$1 37i per cord, the cost of cutting and de­ 
livery being but $2 25. The land is on the 
railroad, near to a station ; 
it has a 
sm all house, a good barn and a small or­ 
chard and vineyard. Another lot of 1,200 
acres, two miles from Red Bluff', has 100 
acres in a three-year-old orchard and vine­ 
yard ; has 400 acres of rich bottom land, 
and the rest fine red grazing and grain land. 
For semi-tropical fruits it is a rare piece, yet 
it can be had on easy terms for $40,000, or 
in small tracts at from $15 to $150 an acre. 
For a colony it is unsurpassed. Another 
one we note is 615 acres, one of the best 
ranches in the county, i t is river and 
creek bottom, half a m ile from a railroad 
station, and on the navigable river. 
It is 
splendidly adapted to citrus and deciduous 
fruits and to vines. On it is a fine hollow- 
walled brick residence that cost $8,000, two 
fine barns and other buildings. Yet $25,­ 
000, half-casb, will buy it, though it has 
8.000 cords of oak wood ready for the ax, 
that will alone pay for it. 


The Coming Field Trial*. 
The annual trials of the Pacific Coast 
Field Trials Club will commence on the 
13th of December. The trials this year 
will be held within a few miles of H an­ 
ford, on King’s river. Fresno county, where 
quails are said to be plentiful and the 
ground specially adapted to the work ex­ 
pected of the competing dogs. J. G. Ed­ 
wards, President of the Club, has just re­ 
turned. from Hanford, where he went to 
select the ground and make arrangement 
for the entertainm ent of the members and 
visitors. Carriages will take visitors to and 
from the grounds each day at $1 per head, 
and board and rooms at the hotel will be 
$1 50 each per day. The club will leave on 
the trains that depart from San Francisco 
at 9:30 a . m. and Sacramento at 11:30 a . m ., 
on Sunday, December 12th, reaching H an­ 
ford that evening. 
It will take probably a 
week in which to run off the trials. Efforts 
are being made by the officers of the club 
to secure special rates for all who attend 
the trials. It will be an event of m uch inter­ 
est to sportsmen, as the best dogs in the 
State will compete.

Mayor Bartlett—I ’ll steer clear of your 
haunts; 111 keep out of your way. [Laugh­ 
ter.] 
Mr. Curtis—Oh, never fear me. 
I am 
above suspicion. My reputation for virtue, 
morality, truth and veracity is established 
in this” comm unity. 
[Laughter.] 
We 
hope, when yon come to reside with us, to 
be able to m ake it pleasant for you. 
We 
are glad that you have been elected Gov­ 
ernor. 
We know we will have an honest, 
economical and just Adm inistration. W ith 
Dunn as Controller, there will be no slip­ 
ping, and with my triend Herold Treas­ 
urer, the State cash will be safe. 
I now 
propose that we arise and drink to the 
health of the Governor-elect. 
After the toast was drank, Mayor B art­ 
lett arose and said: Mr. Chairman and 
F riends: I thank you for the kinds words 
spoken, and feel "highly honored for the 
com plim ent tendered m e this evening.

We have as good schools as there 
are in the United States ; the arts and sci­ 
ences are fostered, and onr people are as 
honest, intelligent, high-minded and hos­ 
pitable as can be found anyw here in our 
conntiy. 
Mr. Curtis said this banquet was not a 
political m atter; they had simply m et to 
welcome a distinguished friend, and as 
there was a Republican present, a repre­ 
sentative of the press, be called upon him 
to respond to the toast, “ Our Governor.” 
After this toast was responded to from a 
Republican standpoint. M ayor Brown re­ 
m arked to the toast-master that there was 
another Republican present.

R. D. Stephens was next called upon. 
H e reviewed the campaign in this connty, 
and said, notw ithstanding the Republicans 
had a m ajority of 1,300, it took the Demo­ 
cratic vote of this county to elect the 
Governor.

Mr. Curtis—T hat’s all right. 
You come 
along with u s ; you do as we wunt you to, 
and we will make you the happiest Dutch­ 
man in the State. 
[Laughter.] 
Iam down 
on a party that says no English. Irish or 
Ge-man shall come to America. 
We want 
the good people of those countries. I be­ 
lieve in keeping out the paupers aud 
crim inals of every country, but do not 
advocate going farther than that. The 
Am erican 
party 
has 
made 
its first 
and last kick"ami will never ¿ e heard of 
again. 
Let us keep a Dutchman out, if he 
wants to blow up the country. 
The m ean­ 
est and most despicable clas8 we 
have 
among us is the American loafer. The Re­ 
publican candidate wss too cold to win, he 
could not enthuse his party. 
W hy, sir, if 
you cut off Swift's ear to-niglit it would 
not bleed before to-morrow morning. 
A. C. Hinkson m ade a short speech, in 
which he viewed the acts of the present 
National 
Adm inistration, and 
compli­ 
mented Grover Cleveland for the appoint­ 
ments upon this coast, three of his ap­

P ro p o sed In v estig atio n , 
A few days ago a Chinam an named Ty 
Yee was arrested by officer Sullivan on a 
w arrant sworn out by Ah Chee, charging 
grand larceny, it being alleged that Ty had 
stolen $52. The case was exam ined in the 
Police Court yesterday morning, and the 
prosecuting witness testified in such a iame 
m anner that the Court inquired of him the 
cause. H e responded that his life had been 
threatened by another Chinam an if he 
prosecuted the case; 
and still another Ce­ 
lestial had offered to pay him money if he 
would drop it. Judge H enry thereupon 
dispatched officer Farren to bring in the 
threatener, Hong Hock, and officer Yager 
to get the briber, Foon Youen. 
During the 
absence of the officers the Court-room was 
closed, and bailiff Woods detained in it ali 
the Chinamen who had attended the pro­ 
ceedings, while care was taken that no 
other Chinese should communicate with 
them , and get a hint of the action had, and 
thus be able to "carry Ihe new s” to 1 streefl 
Officer Farren’s man could not be found, 
but Yager presently arrived with Foon 
Youen, who was ushered into the Cily A t­ 
torney’s office and questioned. 
He ad­ 
mitted having had a conversation with the 
prosecuting witness relative to the case, 
also with having offered him money if lie 
would not prosecute, but it was only to pay 
the expense he had incurred. Ah Chee, 
the complainant, was then brought into 
the room, and, on being asked if Fooa 
Youen was the m an 
who offered the 
money, hr prom ptly declared that he was 
not, and timt he did not know him ! It was 
such a palpable falsehood 
th at 
Judge 
Henry concluded to make a further inves­ 
tigation of Ihe ease this morning, and get 
a t the bottom facts as to whether Ah Chee 
was ever bribed or threatened, and why Ty 
Yee was arrested. 
Meanwhile the latter 
has been discharged, Ah Chee’s testimony 
being considered valueless. 


G o u t Y o u ’» C a s e . 
The case of Gout You, arrested about a 
week ago on a charge of keeping three 
females in involuntary servitude in a house 
of prostitution, came up for hearing yester­ 
day m orning before United States Coinmis 
sioner Bugbey. by whom the warrant was 
issued. The defendant was present with 
her attorney. General Carey, the three 
women held in servitude were also on 
hand, and a large num ber of Chinamen, 
principally of the genus "tough.” 
The 
defense announces! readiness to proceed 
with the exam ination, but Commissioner 
Bugbey stated th at some witnesses for the 
prosecution, who had been sum m oned, had 
not appeared, but attachm ents had been 
issued tor them, and the case would have to 
be continued. General Carey stated tbat, 
owing to the probability of his soon leav­ 
ing the city, because of his appointm ent to 
a Federal office, he would have to with- 
dnyv from the case, and suggested that the 
continuance be of sufficient length to en­ 
able the defendant to secure other counsel, 
and for the latter to become familiar with 
the facts. 
It was decided to continue until 
December 6th, at 10 a . m .

One point is-certain in the French gowns 
Of to-day. all the draperies are long, and it 
would seem that no two are alike. A good 
deal of fine corduroy is used in the way of 
plain full skirts. French women show a 
strong partiality for tailor-made dresses, 
and in these dark blue and gray mixtures 
find favor. There were never mere beauti­ 
ful fabrics of which dresses could be made, 
and stripes are decidedly in the ascendant. 
But what variety of stripes there are on the 
velvet, plush and fashionable Sicilienne 
grounds! The Clnny frises are the newest, 
the patterns borrowed from the time of 
Louis XIV. to Louis XVI., and the color-, 
ings too: the greens and heliotropes so 
finely toned down with vieux rose and 
blue, in close conventional frise designs, 
like lace. But, except this particular class 
of stripe-, 1 think that the striped gowns 
are more made for the English than French 
markets, for they affect broad and decided 
checks in Paris. Some of the plaids in 
brown, red and gold are wonderful, but be­ 
ing combined with true French taste, they 
make beautiful gowns. In some of the 
most successful efforts of weaving there is 
an admixture of frise plush and velvet of 
one tone, or of two shades of the same. 
Jf y o u wander about in the Boulevards 
and the adjoining streets, where pretty, 
tempting trities are displayed to encourage 
money-spending, you will, I think, be 
much astonished at the «universal use of 
tulle In all the adjuncts of the toilette for 
evening wear. Whether it be tiowers or 
feathers, thev are all veiled in tulle, but 
manipulated" with such true French art 
they cannot fail to be charming. 
Very pretty dressing-jackets are made in 
two colors, one forming a loose vest in 
front. Tiiey have hoods at the back lined 
with the contrast, for hoods would seem 
to be essential to fashionable dressing: 
they are worn on dresses as well as out­ 
door jackets. 
Feather stitching is not only introduced 
on flannel, but on silk and satin for the 
most elaborate dresses. 
Buttons appear on most gowns, and are 
of very large size. Smoked pearl with the 
patterns in relief find favor. Quite the 
newest have a square of plush introduced 
into the metal, and sometimes decorated 
with figures in metal applique. 
French bonnets show many wonderful 
ndvelties, and are of a most ambitious char­ 
acter, proudly up-rearing toward the sky. 
Graduated beads border most of the edges 
of the brims, but these beads or balls are 
sometimes made of feathers—quite a new 
idea: sometimes of foreign seeds. The 
feathers simply cover a cork foundation, 
and in metallic greens are exceedingly 
pretty. Another novelty is a bonnet cov­ 
ered with fiat, coin-shaped filligree buttons. 
The strings are only about two inches and 
a quarter wide, and mostly have a picot 
edge. 
The new ribbons are silk or velvet, often 
both, with reversible sides, but their chief 
variety is in the edge, nearly all being 
either picot or fringed. Some are striped 
with thick cords, some with plush, but bro­ 
cades are few and far between. One point 
in their favor is that the silk is tough and 
good-wearing. The heads of birds and 
even of beavers nestle among loops of this 
ribbon, and much osprey, for this South 
African bird is now so greatly in demand 
that the supply is hardly equal to it. Noth­ 
ing would seem to be more fashionable, 
either for bonnets or evening wear, than an 
osprey aigrette. Ostrich feathers are now 
forming the entire bonnet, quite a novelty, 
and seven or eight tips do not seem to be 
considered too many for the side of what 
appears to be quite a small bonnet till you 
see it on the head, when it towers high 
above the headgears of a year ago. The 
shapes are not large. It is the mode of 
trimming that gives the bight. 
There are many pretty colors—Mode, 
which is the tone of yellowish sand, the 
yellow dominating: peach and petunia 
have assumed new tones ; there is a brill­ 
iant yellow called Cieopatra, ana a poppy- 
color that insensibly makes you think of 
sunshine; Flame is not quite so brilliant, 
but admits of most artistic treatment. 
Faded blues, oinks, reds, vie with Labra­ 
dor, a blue-grey: Tactile, a faint gold; 
Lemon, which is Eau de Xil with a new 
nam e; Baltiqne, a not too brilliant blue; 
Lynx, and ail the shades of dust, sand and 
mud, in which French taste would seem to 
revel, and no wonder, seeing what a won­ 
derful background they make them for 
subtle touches of brilliant colorings.—Paris 
Letter in Cassell's Magazine for December. 
ART IN THE HOME. 
It will interest embroiderers to learn that 
the old-fashioned cross-stitch, the same 
with which our grandmothers used to 
adorn their samplers, is coming in again. 
The Decorative Art Society is probably at 
the bottom of this revival. It has intro­ 
duced old Dutch embroideries which 
abound in this particular stitch, and thus 
it is that we have it in elaborate embroid­ 
eries as well as in the more simpler work. 
But it must not be confounded with the 
use to which it was put a few years ago in 
the monstrosities which paraded under the 
name of “worsted work.” That sort of 
thing happily is now but a memory. 
The cross-stitch as now applied is capable 
of producing the most beautiful and refined 
effects. Take for instance sheer, loosely 
woven batiste, on which a conventional 
pattern is embroidered with cross-stitch in 
pale blues, «greens and dull reds. What 
could be more effective for chamber drap­ 
eries?" The material, colors and stitch may 
be repeated in the toilet sets, tidies and ail 
other bits of portable drapery. The towels 
and bed linen may also be adorned in the 
same manner, either with a design or with 
the simple initial or monogram. 
For tije embellishment of dining-room 
ilápsry it is unequaled iu suitability, and 
here the same range of choice in design 
presents itself. The Dutch and Germaus 
portray upon their napkins, table cloths 
and doilies all sorts of grotesque figures 
and groups, and the same fashion is ob­ 
tained largely upon this side of the water, 
to the exclusiou of the floral designs that 
have been so long the mode. The oppor­ 
tunity for individual taste in this sort of 
thing is unlimited, and as nothing is too 
startling or old for the fashion, noone need 
fear of going astray in this particular. 
The woolen canvas is much used for 
sofa-pillow,, chair-stripes, table-covers, 
portieres, and, in fact, for almost every 
purpose to which embroidery can be ap­ 
plied, with the design worked upon it in 
cross-stitch with creweis or silk. 
The 
former is undoubtedly the more appro­ 
priate. 
But with the introduction, or rather the 
resurrection of the cross-stitch, a new ap­ 
plication for it has sprung up. It is used 
upon dresses with excellent effect. The 
French, who are alwavs foremost in any­ 
thing which will set oft the beauty of their 
maids and matrons, were the first to adopt 
this style. A French woman of position 
has worn such a dress, and the fashion 
Biav be considered as set. Here, again, the 
choice of material and design is a matter of 
individual taste. The canvas cloths lend 
themselves admirably to the purpose, and 
admit of the embroidery being executed 
directly upon the fabric, the loosely-woven 
threads being sufficient guide whereby to 
set the stitches. But if cashmere or any 
other close, fine material be used it will be 
necessary to baste over it a piece of soft 
canvas the depth of the design, and work 
upon that, drawing the threads out one by 
one after the work is finished. This will 
not be a difficult matter if care has been 
taken not to pierce the canvas threads with 
the needle and sew them fast. 
As to the designs used, floral patterns di­ 
vide the choice with those which are con­ 
ventional, although it is doubtful if they 
are in the main as effective. Certain it is 
that while the tyro in art and art em­ 
broidery iuhv undertake with assurance a 
geometrical pattern, one that involves the 
degree of shading and shapiDg required to 
render a floral pattern pleasing would fairly 
put her to rout, and her work would result 
in disaster. To obtain the pest effects, the 
crewel or silk should not be heavy enough 
to cover the material, as it wul appear 


heavy—a feature not considered desirable 
in this kind of work. The groundwork 
should be allowed to contribute its share to 
the general color scheme. To this end 
the colors in which the embroidery is ex­ 
ecuted should harmonize rather than con­ 
trast with the groundwork. Take, for in­ 
stance, a brown fabric. Here the silk or 
crewel used may be of two, or three, or 
half a dozen tints, shading from brown, 
one degree lighter than the material, 
through the range of browns to orange and 
dull yellow or pale corn. Three or four 
shades of slate gray are pretty on black, 
and are suitable for light mourning as well 
as for quiet tastes. Subdued reds blend 
well with ecru, ai d for contrasts nothing 
can be more artistic than the color known 
as French blue embroidered with deep, rich 
l’erhaps a few words as to the method of 
working a cross-stitch will not come amiss, 
although almost every woman thinks she 
knows liow to do such a simple tiling as 
that. To work properly each stitch must 
be completed btlore another one is begun, 
and each half of the stitch must be taken 
precisely as all others Tire in the work. 
That is, if the needle is brought through 
the cloth at the upper part of the stiich 
first and put back in the lower part, the 
same rule must be followed throughout, 
and vice versa. It will make all the differ­ 
ence in the world in the appearance of 
the work. Try it and see if it does 
not. Many persons who think they 
know all about it will make a whole row of 
half stitches, and then turn about and fin­ 
ish them. The effect is about the same as 
though they had sewed a cord along the 
line, and just about as artistic. 
Whatever 
is worth doing at all is worth doing well is 
peculiarly applicable to all kinds oi needle­ 
work. and in none more so than in the old- 
fashioned cross stitch. 
The right way is 
beautiful, the wrong way abominable. The 
cross stitch is rapidly done unless the 
stitches are very fine, gives excellent effects 
with a small outlay of money, and com­ 
mends itself by it3 simplicity to the begin­ 
ners in art work, while the most artistic 
needleworkers do not consider it beneath 
their skill. 
STYLES IN WEARING THE HAIR. 
There are indications of a change from 
the high styles of hair dressing that have 
of late prevailed. At the moment a favor­ 
ite fashion seems to be the rather large­ 
sized knob directly at the back, the coil or 
braid set rather "loosely and standing out 
some distance from the head. It is be­ 
coming to certain people, but, like all 
other fashions, to be effective must be 
adapted to the person who is to wear it. 
The fiat, or “ Dutch,” braids are worn, but 
the effect is patchy and not at all stylish. 
The French twist remains very popular, 
and if becoming, is a very easy and stylish 
way of arranging the back hair. It 
is desirable that the twist should 
not be too bulky, and, instead of 
rubbing the ends entirely into the 
twist, as some persons do. it is much better, 
especially if the hair be thick, to carry 
them to the crown of the head and dispose 
them in pull's or loops, adding whatever is 
necessary. In the way of false locks, fig­ 
ures and loops are always in favor, but the 
switches for them should always be of 
loosely-crimped hair, else they will be too 
heavy looking, and the loops must not be 
too large. Small, crimpy switches run in 
weight from two to three ounces. Puffs, 
which are again quite popular, are prefer­ 
ably made of naturally crimpy hair, as 
they are then much lighter and a less 
amount of hair is required to make them. 
They aie not lame, three inches in length 
by one and a half inches in diameter being 
a desirable size. 
Ladies who have had their hair cut short 
and desire to put it up again, will find a 
double French twist desirable. This is 
rolled from each side to the middle of the 
back of the head, the rolls being perpen­ 
dicular, and the ends tucked in very 
snugly. A much better effect is produced 
if the hair be naturally wavy or be slightly 
crimped, in which case if a lock escape it 
is not so unsightly as short, straight, 
stubby-looking ends. Switches of crimped 
hair may be used to cover the natural hair 
if it be too short to do up in a twist. A 
small portion in the back or on the crown 
of the head may be securely tied, and the 
ends turned in as closely as possible. The 
crimped switch can then be arranged so as 
to conceal the tied portion, and the loose 
ends of the short hair drawn under it. 
The front hair is not worn so low over 
the brows as heretofore, but in many 
styles is drawn back and sometimes 
brushed away from the temples altogether. 
The Pompadour, roll has been adopted by 
some ladies to whose style it is suited. 
The front hair is slightly crimped and 
rolled over a light puff, the hair at the 
temples brought slightly forward and 
crimped, or small pin-cur!s arc used to fill 
out tbe sides and relieve the plainness 
which is in such striking contrast to the 
heavily colored brows that have been so 
fashionable. False fronts in Pompadour 
style are very light and pretty. They are 
made in a net and rolled over with small 
curls at the sides and a delicate fringe of 
hair over the brow. For the Russian bang, 
the natural hair is cut short like a boy’s in 
the front, and slightly curled by pressing 
it with the hands while it is damp. It is 
then brushed to a point in the middle of 
the forehead and well back from tbe tem­ 
ples. Ornaments for the hair are fashion­ 
able, but must be judiciously arranged to 
be effective. Fancy shell-pins, knots of 
ribbon and some fancy metal pins are used. 
—Demorcst. 
MASSAGE FOR WOMEN. 
Massage is destined in the future to play 
a very important part in the treatment of 
chronic maladies of women. The art of 
applying it is simple and easy, and every 
person ought to know it, as it is one of the 
very best household remedies. It consists 
in manipulating ail or a part of the body, 
to increase nutrition and circulation, and 
also to quiet the overwrought nervous sys­ 
tem.—Herald of Health.

A recent paper read before the Minne­ 
apolis College of Physicians and Surgeons 
created quite a sensation. Its title was : 
“ The Physicians as related to Physical 
and Moral Health.” The main part of 
the paper related to the dignity and re­ 
sponsibility of the physician’s work, with 
remarks concerning the ability and char­ 
acter needed to do it full justice. Alter 
passing in review the causes why there 
had been a degeneracy in the profession, 
Dr. Brown alluded to some evils in the 
community which should attract the atten­ 
tion of parents and make them at once 
investigate affairs in reference to their sons 
and daughters. Dr. E. J. Brown is Secre­ 
tary of the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, and claims that his startling state­ 
ments are the result of actual investigations 
and that the indifference of parents is only 
to be accounted for on the ground of their 
ignorance. The closing portion of the 
paper was as follows: 
" We naturally expect vicious develop­ 
ments in such children of the poor as are 
exposed from their earliest infancy to inde­ 
cency and obscenity, but we have com­ 
monly believed ourselves justified in ex­ 
pecting better things of children of the 
well-to-do and wealthy, who, for the most 
part, have had the advantage of religious 
and moral instruction in the family or Sab- 
bath-school, and been carefully guarded 
from all contact with known vicious influ­ 
ences. When, however, young girls in the 
schools complain to their mothers that 
they have no companions who do not 
habitually and persistently indulge in 
vicious talk, when graduates ot the 
public schools admit personal knowl­ 
edge of a large amount of actual 
vice among children and youth, when 
moreover it is considered that these state­ 
ments relate most especially to children 
coming from the better class of American 
families, the truth is forced upon us, how­ 
ever unwilling we may be to receive it. 
Ignorance on the part of parents and others 
may be in some measure excusable, but 
not indifference. A lady teacher told me 
that when she had brought such facts 
relative to their own children to the 
notice of parents, the greater part had 
either refused to listen or been utterly in­ 
different. 
Parents blind themselves to 
facts and believe that their children are 
proof against temptation, wlien in fact no 
man’s child is safe, except at the cost ot 
eternal vigilance. 
If these things are true 
of children, it is easy to see what are the 
sources of the corruption found among 
adults. A corrupted youth is unlikely to 
develop into a pure manhood or woman­ 
hood. 'As the twig is bent, the tree is in­ 
clined.’ There is probably no question in 
the minds of persons who have given in­ 
telligent thought to this subject, that vice 
is far more prevalent among the so-called 
better classes of society than it was fifty 
years ago, and there seem to be 
abundant causes for this profligacy in the 
growing idleness and luxury of the 
wealthy, with consequent neglect and mis­ 
management of children, in the growth of 
a cheap and pernicious literaiare, not 
merely obscene books whose number and 
influence are necessarily limited, but es­ 
pecially of such literature as torms the 
staple stock of the news dealer, and in­ 
cludes also the greater part of the novels 
of the day. Another cause is to be found 
in the unrestricted freedom of American 
girls. 
Our writers are accustomed to 
teffcitate their countrymen upon the 
superior grace, beauty, dignity and char­ 
acter of American girls, and to ascribe 
these delightful qualities in considerable 
measure to that freedom from restraint! 
which so largely and peculiarly obtains in j 
this country, and which throws our girls 1 
upon their own resources. While I am a 
faith’ful and loyal admirer of American ’ 
girls and women, I wish to utter my pro-; 
test against a system which I know to be j 
attended with" such lamentable conse-! 
quences. If grace and 
dignity cannot be j 
developed in our girls without their being: 
subjected to such terrible risks of moral 1 
contamination, they had far belter remain 
bashful and awkward. While I am no , 
advocate of the duenna system of France 
and Spain, I admire the good sense i 
of people who recognize certain social ; 
facts and take definite and syste- j 
matic action with reference to them. While : 
I would not advocate a system of espionage j 
which looks upon every woman with sus- j 
picion, 1 protest against a system which ! 
ignores the well-established fact that, under 
the same system of discipline and training, t 
girls are at least as greatly exposed and as 
susceptive to temptation as their brothers, 
and which allows to girls the utmost free- j 
doni of association with a class of men, a 
large proportion of whom are habitually 
licentious and too many of whom have no 
hesitation in besmirching the reputations ; 
of girls belonging to their own set. 
'And not only are girls subjected to the 
unavoidable.dangers of such freedom, but 
too many women have never learned to j 
appreciate the importance of that womanly 
reserve, that dignified self-respect, without ‘ 
which they can never command the 
respect of men. So long as a large pro­ 
portion of respectable women will en­ 
courage their male friends in overstep­ 
ping the boundaries of propriety, so long 
as even professedly Christian women will 
indulge in conversation that would shame 
a crowd of bar room loafers, so long may 
we distrust that poetic fiction which has 
called woman * half human, half divine,' 
and so long may we expect not only that 
women will scornfuliy desert those mem- j 
bers of their own sex who have been unfor- 
túnate in their sinning, but that they will 
condone as well as encourage the sins of 
men. Women as well as men should re­ 
member the words of Fothergil!: ‘ Clean- j 
lineas of mind is as important as cleanliness 
of body, and chastity of thought as conti- j 
nence. Self-respect is incompatible with j 
rags, and health is equally incompatible 
with moral beggary.’ Filthy conversation j 
is a pretty sure indication not only of an 1 
impure mind, bat of a rotten character. 
¡ 
“Among the other canses of vice there is 
one more, which I must mention, which 
is of peculiar interest to medical men, 
and one which I believe to be not only 
productive of much vice among women, 
but to be in its prevalence at the present 
time a sort of index to a sensual disposi­ 
tion, especially prevalent among women 
who are addicted to idleness and luxury. • 
I refer to the practice of male magnetic 
healers among women. 
Most of these 
are ignorant and unprincipled and many , 
are capable of anything that is evil, and 
yet the wives and daughters of intelligent 
citizens are permitted to go to such creat­ 
ures and to be subjected to the most inde­ 
cent treatment. One of these men, whose 
rooms are crowded with the elite of the j 
city, whom I called ujKm and questioned j 
about his methods, denied that he ever re- ! 
moved the clothing from or rubbed his pa- j 
tiente. His patients, however, tell a differ­ 
ent story. Of the results of such treatment j 
I have had some very convincing evidence, j 
That women of good sense and pure minds j 
will submit to such treatment is to me ; 
inexplicable, and that intelligent bus- 
bands and fathers will 
permit it 
is still more incomprehensible. T hat, 
some women seek 
such 
treatment j 
from sensual motives I have reason tobe- 
lieve, that too many others experience 
pleasure rather than disgust, is sufficiently 
evident. But I will not further enlarge. 
I have tried in the brief limits of this : 
address to call attention to a few consid­ 
erations relative to private and public ' 
morals, in bis relations to which the pby- j 
sician may more convincingly and effec­ 
tively act npon the public mind and con­ 
science than any other individua!, and I 
wish to urge upon his own conscience the 
importance of doing this work. 
•• ft might perhaps be expected that eler- 
gymen should be of especial use in this , 
particular line of service. So far, how- : 
ever, as my observation has extended, such 
expectation is not realized. Few clergymen 
have any conception. if we may judge from 
their preaching, of the amount of iniquity 
in their own flocks, and whenever it has 
hapnened that an earnest pastor has been

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CALIFORNIA FRUITS AT THE EAST. 


O u r C rystallized F ru its in H ig h est D e­ 
m an d , In P re feren ce to F o reig n . 
| From the New York Mail.! 
California is now acknowledged to be 
th e fruit garden of the U nited States. 
In 
this productive State can be grown all the 
fruits of which France and Spain have 
heretofore had the monopoly. Finer grapes 
are now produced in California than Eu­ 
rope has ever sent to this market, and at 
prices much lower. 
The great abundance 
of the product in the California vineyards 
has encouraged growers to make, for the 
A m erican m arket, not only wines, but a 
class of raisins that even excel some of the 
finest imported. 
From samples sent to 
this city it appears almost certain that the 
California raisin will drive out the Euro­ 
pean in a very short time. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that they have to be transport­ 
ed entirely across the continent, the ex­ 
pense of transportation does not so much 
increase the cost hut that the dried fruit 
can be iaid down in this city at a much 
cheaper rate than the French raisin, and 
far superior in quality. California also 
grows a very large-sized prune, which in 
flavor equals, even if it does not excel, the 
French “ Im perial.” These can be brought 
to New York a ta cheaper first cost than the 
foreign. 
Already the principal cities of the 
W est, such as Chicago, St. Louis, and so 
forth, have given up purchasing the for­ 
eign prunes and now deal entirely with 
those grown in this country. Other fruits 
could be mentioned, but these serve to 
illustrate the fact that hom e productions 
are m aking great headway against the for­ 
eign. 
But the newest industry arising from 
the California productions ¡jas been in the 
way of crystallizing fruits. 
About Christ­ 
m as it has been the custom among the rich 
to present to their lady friends a box or 
basket of choice candied or crystallized 
fruits, but as these were imported from Eu­ 
rope the cost was so great as to be beyond 
the means of the masses. 
Many a young 
m an would have been pleased to have 
m ade such a present to his lady-love had 
his purse been plethoric enough for the 
purpose. Crystallized fruits were too high 
in price, and he had to confine his expen­ 
ditures to candies of a less aristocratic char­ 
acter. This, however, is now likely to be 
remedied by home industry. J. M. Chap­ 
m an of this city has just returned from Cal­ 
ifornia, and told a reporter for the Mail and 
Express that within sixty miles of San Frau- 
cisco can be produced as fine crystallized 
fruit as ever was im ported from France. 
H e has had an opportunity while traveling 
through the State of visiting the fruit orch­ 
ards. and there saw some fine specimens of 
crystallized apricots, plums, oranges, cher­ 
ries and other fruit grown in that State. 
A lthough the enterprise is yet in its in­ 
fancy, he saw enough to w arrant him in 
believing thai these candied fruits would 
ultim ately drive out the French. 
In point 
of excellence in taste they are, in his opin­ 
ion, not only equal, but superior, to the 
im ported goods. And with regard to price 
they can even now be laid down in New 
Y'ork twenty-live per cent, ciieaper, and, in 
course of time, at one-half the cost of the 
French. Besides which, the supply of the 
fruits in California is so abundant that the 
crystallizers can have the pick of produc­ 
tion without m aterially enhancing the cost. 
M any dealers here have ordered the crys­ 
tallized fruit from California in bulk, and 
by putting them up in home-made fancy 
boxes, form as tasty a present to a lady as 
anything yet brought to New York from 
the other side of the Atlantic. And, what 
is more pleasing, this can be done at a price 
which will bring the articles within the 
reach of persons of even moderate means 
w ithout being a heavy tax on their re­ 
sources. M any of the uptown retail dealers 
in these fancy candied fruits said to the 
Mail and Exjoess reporter that the preju­ 
dice against American productions in favor 
of foreign is dying out. The excellence of 
th e article is now more sought after than 
the mere fact that they have been imported 
from abroad. Purchasers had found out, 
in m any instances, that native productions 
had been passed off as foreign, and charged 
for accordingly. 
Preference is, therefore, 
now given to the home productions, if 
equal in quality to the imported, and, as a 
natural result, the dealer sells his goods for 
w hat they are. 


W h a t “ G e n tle I z a a k ” S ays o f th e C a rp . 
Tiie San Francisco Alta, copying an item 
published in the R ecord-U nion a few days 
ago. rem arks: 
The good Izaak W alton, the father of 
anglers, whose “ Complete Angler ” is a joy 
forever to all good anglers, as well as to all 
lovers of clean and quaint philosophy, 
talks m uch about carp. Observing that 
this is a very subtle fish and hard to be 
“ caught,” he Hectares also th a t: 
“ The physicians m ake the galls and 
atones in the heads of carp to be very med­ 
icinable. 
But it is not to be doubted bnt in 
Italy thev m ake great profit of the spawn 
o f carps by selling it to the Jews, who 
m ake it into red caviare, the Jews not be­ 
ing bv their law permitted to eat of caviare 
made of the sturgeon, that being a fish that 
wants scales, and, as may appear in Lev. 
xi„ 10, by them reputed to be unclean." 
Father Izaak also observes that “ if you 
w ilt fish for carp, you m ust put on a very 
large measure of patience.” 
But he was a 
cook as well as an angler, and perhaps the 
readers of 
the 
R ecord-U .nion will be 
minded to try his m ethod of serving the 
carp, for he say s: 
“ I wifi tell you how to m ake this carp, 
that is so curious to be caught, so curious a 
dish of meat, as shall m ake him worth all 
vour labor and patience; and though it is 
not without some labor an J charges, yet it 
w ill recompense both. Take a carp—alive, 
if possible—scour him . and rub him clean 
w ith water and salt, but scale him not : 
then open him and put him with his blood 
3nd liver, which you m ust save when you 
open him , into a’small pot or k ettle; then 
take sweet marjoram, thym e and parsley, 
of each a handful, a sprig of rosemary, an­ 
other of savory, bind them in small bun­ 
dles, and put them to your carp, with four 
or 
five whole 
onions, tw enty pickled 
oysters and three anchovies. Then pour 
upon your carp as m uch claret wine as wifi 
cover him . and season your claret well with 
salt cloves and mace, and the rinds of 
oranges and lemons. That done, cover your 
pot and set it on a quick fire till it is suffi­ 
ciently boiled ¡ then take out the carp and 
lay it with the broth in a dish, and pour 
upon it quarter of a pound of fresh butter, 
m elted and beaten with h alf a dozen spoon­ 
fuls of the broths, the yelks of two or three 
eggs, and s mie of the herbs, shred : 
gar­ 
nish your dish with lemons, and so serve 
it up, and innch good to you.

EDUCATION 


IX CALIFORNIA—WHAT THE STATE 
OFfEBS TO HOME-SEEKERS. 


In th e W ay o f K dncational F a c ili­ 
ties—S tatistics fo r 1K8G from 
S tate 
R eports. 


W hen the Grand A rray members visited 
Sacram ento we took occasion to recount the 
educational facilities of the State. W hat 
was then said attracted so much attention, 
and received such general reading, and re­ 
sulted in such pleasing inquiry, that our 
judgm ent was confirmed that one of the 
very first things the home-seeker concerns 
him self about is the advantages the coun­ 
try inviting offers for the education of his 
children. The im m igrant gauges the civil­ 
ization of a people quite accurately by their 
concern in free and other schools, and 
properly so. W e have been induced by 
these considerations to again present a 
paper on the subject, as a peculiarly fitting 
aid to the efforts of the people to dissemi­ 
nate information concerning northern and 
Central California, and induce its rapid and 
close settlement by a thrifty, industrious, 
law-abiding class of people. 
W hile the 
general considerations m ust remain the 
same, and be treated as in August, we have 
the new educational statistics of the State, 
which will be presented to the Legislature 
soon to assemble in this city. 


TH E EN10 WMHN'T 
California has given her education sys­ 
tem, when her age and strength are consid­ 
ered, is superior in am ount and character 
to that of any State of the Union. 
W here- 
ever there are ten census children (between 
the ages of live and seventeen), there the 
people are assure! a tree school will be 
m aintained. The school funds are appor­ 
tioned among all the districts according to 
the num ber of children between five and 
seventeen years. The most distant and 
least populated county has its share of the 
funds. The theory is that the education 
of all the people is of interest to all. So 
the more populous counties contribute 
more to the school fund than they draw 
from it. Xo one can fail to see the justice 
of this arrangement. 
This does not. of 
course, wholly elim inate the question of 
local taxation, which in some degree is ne­ 
cessary for the erection of 


SCHOOL-HOUSES 
A nd the reinforcement of the bounty of 
the State fund. Superintendent Welcker, 
in his report for 1886, sa y s: 
“ If it should 
he thought that the expenses of educating 
th e young people of the State are large, it 
m ay be well to reflect that it is largely due, 
in fact altogether due. to the great extent of 
the State, and the thinness of the popula­ 
tion. The perm anent interests of the com­ 
m onwealth require that all the children 
shall have the opportunities of a free edu­ 
cation, and that ignorance and vice shall, 
as far as m ay be, be prevented by the 
schools. This makes it necessary to spread 
the network of the public instruction wiierc- 
ever there are any people. 
California has 
adopted a generous and liberal po'icy in 
the m atter, but not more generous and lib­ 
eral than wise. 
W herever there is a school 
district containing ten census children, 
provision is made for a school. W herever 
(here are twenty, the same provision is 
made as for seventy census children, and 
the expense will be no more until there 
shall be m ore than seventy, than at pres­ 
ent. This will allow for an immense in ­ 
crease of population without an increase 
of expense. 
Meanwhile, the inestim able 
benefits of education will not have been 
denied to any.”

B ut there are addenda to the greater 
am ounts, say the Superintendent, "derived 
from taxes on property, which are cheer­ 
fully paid by the school-loving people of 
California.” 
The State fund apportioned in 1SS5 was 
$1,845,883 03; in 1880, $2,012,235 01. The 
total securities held in trust for the State 
school fund are $2.527,500. 
From the statistics we have presented it 
will not be difficult for the information- 
seeker to discover to w hat extent public 
education is fostered in this new State. 
But we wish particularly to present the 
figures of educational interest in the cen­ 
tral and northern section, which region 
w ill ev en tu ally be the most thickly settled, 
the most productive and the most prosper­ 
ous, for reasons meteorológica!, topographi­ 
cal anil agricultural. 
Taking this region alone, let us see what 
a single year's showing o f school funds was 
in each of the counties o f the central and 
northern valley and foothill section. The 
total receipts, then, for 1886, including the 
bal an i e on hand at the beginning ol the 
school year, for twenty-one out of the fifty- 
tw o counties, were, from the State appor­ 
tionm ent, county taxes, city and district 
taxes and miscellaneous sources;

cause of free education ; a showing, we sub­ 
mit, that is highly creditable. 
In those 
counties there are employed 1,291 teachers, 
out of the 4,444 employed in the whole 
State. 
In this calculation it will be noted 
that the exclusion leaves out San Fran­ 
cisco, with its 773 teachers, and the popu­ 
lous coast counties, for we are treating only 
of the area imm ediately within and di­ 
rectly related to the Sacramento basin. 


W ISE PROVISION. 
The careful reader will have observed 
that the State of California has wisely pro­ 
vided for the future in the m atter of edu­ 
cational endow m ent; that we have pro­ 
vided for an immense increase of popula­ 
tion w ithout any increase of expense !o 
the taxpayers, and this fact m ust strike the 
new-comer with especial force. 
In every 
county there is a School Superintendent, 
and in cities there are city or local Super­ 
intendents. A t the head of our system 
stands the University of California, at 
Berkeley, ranking equal with the best 
State Universities, and in m any respects 
being recognized as one of the most ad­ 
vanced institutions of the day. 
It is com­ 
posed of a group of colleges, including 
agricultural, mechanical, medical, dental, 
law, pharmacutical, classical, scientific and 
a college of letters. 
Besides the handsome 
endowm ent of the University by the Cíen- 
eral Government, many private donations 
have been made to it, and handsome build­ 
ings erected for 
special purposes acd 
stocked by the munificence of private 
wealth. 
In addition, the State, with a 
boundless pride in the University, every 
two years liberally appropriates funds for 
its enlargem ent and the extension ot its 
usefulness. 
It is a well-equipped institu­ 
tion, with a large faculty of capacity not 
surpassed by that of any sim ilar U ni­ 
versity. There are institutions 


M AINTAINED BV TH E STATE 
For the ueaf. dum b and blind, and one for 
the adult blind, all thoroughly equipped. 
There are twenty orphan asylums, with 
schools, in the State, all aided by the State. 
There are now before the people the ques­ 
tions of reform schools, work schools, and 
shelters for the unfortunates who are not 
orphans. There are m any private institu­ 
tions, such as Boys’ and Girls' Aid So­ 
cieties. Girls' Shelters, kindergarten schools, 
and the like, supported handsom ely by pri­ 
vate 
donations. 
Tnere are 
num erous 
church schools and church colleges. To at­ 
tem pt to enumerate, nam e and state the lo­ 
cation of the m any colleges and schools 
would m ake this sketch too extended for 
popular reading. There are also colleges of 
medicine, surgery, business; also theological 
universities 
and 
academies, that have 
yielded to this people some of the best 
talent in the pulpit in the State. 


ART SCHOOLS. 
Besides several private art schools, there 
is at San Francisco a large art institution 
under the auspices of the San Francisco 
A rt Association. 
T he scholars num ber 
from 60 to .80 per term in drawing, paint­ 
ing, modeling, etc. 
It is under the tutor­ 
ship of Virgil W illiams, a well-known art 
tutor. 
A t Sacramento the California Mu­ 
seum Association m aintains a sim ilar and 
thoroughly equipped school, in the E. B. 
Crocker A rt Gallery, belonging to the city. 
Theteachors are W. F. Jackson and Cha’s. 
J. Carlson, competent instructors and ar- 
tist3 of established high repute. Theschool 
is less than a year old, but has averaged 
from 60 to 80 pupils per term . The school 
occupies unquestionably the richest and 
most beautifully adorned art schnol-room 
in the world. The Crocker A rt Gallery 
was the gift of Mrs. E. B. Crocker to the 
city ot Sacramento, and it is cared for and 
its affairs adm inistered jointly by the city 
and the Museum Association. 


LIB R A R IES, ETC. 
It is scarcely necessary to say that the 
State is admirably supplied with free libra­ 
ries, the State Library at Sacramento stand­ 
ing first, and the M ercantile Library at 
San Francisco second. 
There are many 
town and city free libraries, and a large 
num ber m aintained by Orders and Socie­ 
ties. 
Among the great educational features 
of the State is the Lick Observatory, on 
M ount H am ilton, in Santa Clara county, 
which is due to the beneficence of the late 
Jam es Lick. It is very nearly finished, and 
when completed will be the largest astro­ 
nomical observatory in the world, and 
fitted with the most powerful instrum ents 
the genius of ntan has ever produced. Its 
m ain 
instrum ent will bear the largest 
glasses ever made. 
Its location is deemed, 
owing to its altitude and the dry, clear at­ 
mosphere, the best known. The President 
of the State University, Professor Holden, 
a distinguished astronomer, will hold the 
intim ate relation of a Director and Curator 
of the Observatory. 


STATE SCHOOL BOOKS. 
The State is engaged in printing the most 
of the books to be used in the primary and 
gram m ar schools, and these are to be fur­ 
nished to the people at cost. This system 
is new, but believed to be the best possible 
to be adopted. 
Concerning the books thus far prepared 
the official report for 1S86 of the State Su­ 
perintendent says : "The only works of the 
series which have up to this tim e been sub­ 
m itted to the public exam ination are the 
Speller, First Reader and Third Reader. 
So far nothing has been heard but hearty 
com m endations of the educational and 
mechanical features of the w o rk ; and 
among these adm irers it is but fair to say 
there are some who were among thestrong 
opposers of the scheme and who predicted 
a miserable failure. 
The State series of 
text books is to be uniform throughout the 
State. This feature is excellent and so 
plain to view that no voice has been raised 
against it. 
But so m uch scandal has ga­ 
thered about the supply of the public 
schools with text-books, bo m any charges 
of corruption alleged to have been done by 
the book-houses among school officers, 
school Boards and Legislatures, that many 
persons would be well satisfied with text­ 
books published under the scheme now 
under consideration, even were they some­ 
what inferior in quality and more expen­ 
sive in cost than those heretofore in use. 
But the 
COST OF THE BOOKS 
Is one of the most gratifying things con­ 
nected with the enterprise. 
The cost at 
Sacramento as determined by the State 
Board of Education of the books now fur­ 
nished is as follows : Speller and W ord 
Analysis, 20 cents ; First Reader, 128 pages, 
15 cents; Second Reader, 228 pages, 30 
cents ; Third Reader, 512 pages, 40 cents. 
“ The series of Readers, covering sub­ 
stantially the same ground as those hereto­ 
fore in use, will cost but eighty-five cents, 
while the price of Bancroft's is" $2 60, Mc- 
G jffey's is $2 50, A ppleton’s $3, and Swin- 
ton's $3 05! 
The series of the State costs 
but little more than one-third of the price 
of the cheapest of the above! Here is a tri­ 
um phant success not dreamed of by the 
most hopeful of the friends of the enter­ 
prise. This success will save the pockets 
of the people millions of dollars in a few 
years. And this is not to be wondered 
at when we observe the inordinate wealth 
accumulated by a few great publishers of 
school books in the Union ; 
they are but 
second in wealth and power to the great 
transportation companies. This enormous 
wealth is to remain disseminated among 
the people. 
Henceforth no man will dare 
try to abort this great reform, and saddle 
again on the people the grinding exactfin 
under which they have heretofore groaned.” 
The R ecord-U nion takes pride in the 
fact that in all the contest betore the peo­ 
ple over the adoption of a constitutional 
amendm ent providing for this new system 
of text-books, it stood the warm advocate 
of the scheme, and has witnessed not only 
its adoption, but its being p at into success­ 
ful practice. 
There are in California several m ilitary 
schools, all private institutions, and all en­ 
joying the confidence of the people. There 
are also a num ber of seminaries conducted 
by popular educators. The State m aintains 


two normal schools. 
One at San Jose and one at Los Angeles. 
Of these schools, Prof. W elcker. State Su­ 
perintendent, says : 
“ Both the State Nor­ 
m al Schools are in a most satisfactory con- 
dilioD. and the excellence of their work is 
evinced by the high appreciation ol their 


graduates, which is manifested in nearly 
all of the counties of the State. It has 
betn a quettion often mooted in the minds 
of educators whether Normal Schools justi­ 
fied their establishm ent and m aintenance 
by the am ount of practical good which 
they accomplished. 
I think that it may 
be justly claimed that thev do. 
But it is 
certain that they m ight have been much 
more useful than they have been to the 
E 
ublic instruction of the State. T his fact 
as arisen from a misdirection ot e n e r g y 
and ability. It is a tendency of the t e a c h e r , 
and especially w h e n there’is a subdivision 
of labor and he is in charge of a special 
line of instruction, to magnify that s p e c i ­ 
alty. and to throw into it a’li of his zeal 
aud enthusiasm . 
In this wav, while in the 
hot pursuit of mathematics, science, litera­ 
ture. and what not, there has been danger 
in Normal School?, that the fact would be 
forgotten that they were Normal Schools, 
and that they would drift into the substan­ 
tial condition of high schools or colleges. 
In this way the pupils m ight become ad­ 
m irably versed in the elements of the vari­ 
ous subjects indicated and yet receive a 
very sm all am ount of training as teachers. 
The phrase ‘ norm al school' has now ac­ 
quired in the educational world a well- 
settled m eaning; i. e.. an institution for 
training pupils to become teachers; an 
idea which may be expressed, if not ele­ 
gant.;.- at least cogent v. as a factory of 
Iridias. This, the technical feature, should 
always be kept as 'h e salient feature." 


IN SACRAMENTO, 
The Capital City, there are two gram m ar 
schools, a high school, graduation from 
which insures entry to the State Univer­ 
sity, so excellent is its standing, and a 
large num ber of prim ary schools under the 
State system. 
A local’ tax is laid for the 
support of these, in addition to the funds 
received from the State. The school-houses 
are of the very best, and the more prom i­ 
nent are handsom e aichitectural ornaments 
t the city. In no¡ lacein th eS tateisah ig h fr 
degree of competency required. There are, 
in addition, several private primary schools, 
a large school for girls conducted by a 
Catholic Sisterhood, an academic institute 
by a Catholic Brotherhood, a private nor­ 
mal school, a private seminary, several 
schools of music, two private art school?, a 
line business college, literary, artistic and 
educational institutes.

TH E STANFORD U N IV ER SIT Y . 
W hat we have once before said of the 
magnificent endowm ent by Governor Ice­ 
land Stanford and wife of the Leland Stan­ 
ford, Jr., 
University we repeat. 
That 
splendid educational work is to be begun 
at Palo Alto, in San Mateo county—less 
than an hour's ride southerly front San 
Francisco. 
To the accomplishm ent of the 
purposes of this work the founders have 
set apart property valued, with money gifts 
to follow, at some twenty millions of doll­ 
ars. They intend to reinforce this with 
money aids not yet determined, but under­ 
stood "to be very broad. 
Mr. Stanford, dur­ 
ing the fall ot 1886, selected the grounds for 
the new University, and has planned them 
for work thereon at once, having called to 
his aid the celebrated landscape gardener, 
Frederick Law Olmstead. 
He has also 
been 
in 
consultation 
with 
the 
best- 
known educators of the day concern­ 
ing the scheme of 
education 
to 
be 
fostered by the University. 
A large Board 
of Trustees of representative men of the 
State has been selected, to hold in trust the 
property with which the University is en­ 
dowed, and to carry out the beneficent 
schemes of the Governor and his wife. 
W hile they live they reserve to themselves 
the managem ent of the estate dedicated to 
the work, and will account to the Trustees 
for the rents, issues and profits thereof. 
It 
is the most 


UNSURPASSED SCHEM E OF EDUCATION 
Undertaken, and will confer lasting bene­ 
fits upon the youth of America that have 
been equaled by no other effort in a like 
direction. It may be said that the object is 
to build up a system of colleges and pre­ 
paratory schools, which will present ad­ 
vantages to all classes anxious to avail 
of hum an knowledge. 
It will 
not be 
wholly intellectual, but will proceed upon 
the idea expressed by Governor Stanford 
when he said : 
“ I believe that education 
of the head and the hand should proceed 
together, and not one be neglected for the 
other.” 
W e conclude our notes of this 
great work by repeating what we said some 
time ago regarding it : 
“ It will be at once a university of letters, 
science and art, and a vast schoot of me­ 
chanics, discovery, invention and practical 
research, and aim at the proper fitting of 
youth for the active duties of life, not alone 
in business and professional walks, but in 
the trades, skilled sciences and arts, and all 
the common vocations of everyday life. 
The end and aim is to be to develop brawn 
as weil as brain, and to m ake the first the 
more useful to m ankind by the develop­ 
m ent of the latter to the full capacity of 
each student. 
W ithal there is to be taught 
and diligently inculcated love and respect 
for the principles and forms of the A m eri­ 
can sentiment, as m aniftsted in the super­ 
structure of our Government aud its laws, 
based upon the eternal truth of hum an 
freedom and liberty with law.”
